manager, said the projections "reflect 
what are thought to be sound assump- 
tions and assumptions which were in- 
tended to be conservative for pro- 
jecting revenue." 


THE PROJECTIONS show a 13.7 per 


cent decline in enrollment by the 1979- 
80 school year, from an. estimated 


5,668 students this year to 4,889. The 
figures include special education stu- 
dents in the district. 


Bowen also included staff reduction 


in the projections including: 


• The elimination of six classroom 


positions and the addition of three 
special education teachers for the 
1977-78 school year. 


• The elimination of five classroom 


positions for the 1978-79 school year. 


• The elimination of five classroom 


positions and the addition of two spe- 
cial education teachers in the 1979-80 
school year. 


Dist. 63 cut 22 classroom positions 


this spring because of declining en- 
rollment and to ward off a financial 
deficit.

Troops on way to Beirut 
Syrians drive on toward Sidon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians called a prelude to a march on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 


Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters in the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison- 
er. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported that Moslem leftists have 
brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 


the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the 


eastern Bekaa Valley between Chris- 
tian rightists and Moslem leftists 
claimed another 58 dead and 110 
wounded over the past 24 hours. 


So far, the Palestinian guerrillas 


had yet to make good their threat to

If the state aid formula was funded 


at 100 per cent, the district would re- 
ceive $291,936 in additional revenue, 
Bowen said. 


Bowen said projections of district 


expenditures includes the 9.77 per 
cent increase in teachers' salaries 
negotiated for the 1976-77 school year. 
Projections for future years included 
a 5 per cent increase for teachers.

Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists and into your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling StorVs. 


What mokes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group, the Faragher Bros, Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic. 


"Initially, all records, are 
pjft- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

Columbo indicted 
in murder of family 


A Cook County Grand Jury Wednesday indicted Patricia Ann 


Columbo. 19, on charges of murdering three members of her family 
in Elk Grove Village last month. Miss Columbo was indicted on six 
counts of murder and one count each of conspiring and soliciting to 
commit murder. The indictment charged Miss Columbo, a former 
Elk Grove High School student, with the brutal May 4 slayings of 
her father, Frank, 42: her mother, Mary, 40; and her brother, 
Michael. 13. Miss Columbo also was Indicted on charges of solic- 
iting and conspiring to murder with Lanyon Mitchell, 24, between 
Oct. 17, 1975, and May 4, 1976. Mitchell and Frank De Luca, Miss 
Columbo's boyfriend, have not been charged and were not indicted 
Wednesday. On May 25 Circuit Court Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald 
Issued an order prohibiting prosecutors and police from making 
out-of-court statements that might prejudice Miss Columbo's trial. 
The gag order, requested by Miss Columbo's defense attorneys, has 
been cited by police in refusing to comment on certain details of 
the case. 


Jury to begin deliberations 


The jury in the trial of former Lake County Sheriff Orville (Pat) 


Clavey today is expected to begin deliberations. Prosecution and 
defense attorneys are expected to complete closing arguments to- 
day in U. S. District Court in Chicago where Clavey is on trial. He 
is charged with four counts of perjury, three counts of tax evasion 
and one count of extortion.

Rhode Island. South Dakota and Mon- 
tana produced a virtual standoff that 
was not expected to have any impact 
on next week's showdown results. 


Reagan, the conservative crusader 


from California, won decisively in 
Montana and narrowly in South Da- 


kota. But Ford trounced Reagan in 
Rhode Island and finished the night 
with a net gain of 17 delegates. 


Carter beat Udall in South Dakota, 


once again denying the liberal Ari- 
congressman his first primary victo- 
ry. But Church beat Carter in Mon- 
tana and uncommitted 
delegates, 


backed by Brown's marathon three- 
day campaign, finished on top in 
Rhode Island, 


•Despite two more defeats, his sixth 


and seventh in the last 12 primaries, 
Carter picked up 20 more delegates 
and boosted his lead to 904 with 1,505 
needed for nomination. Udall re- 
a distant second with 308 delegates.

Flu shots for elderly may be delayed 
Drug firm makes wrong vaccine 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A drug 


company producing swine flu vac- 
cine accidentally made the wrong 
kind of vaccine — with the result that 
inoculations for some Americans may 
be delayed four to six weeks, it was 
announced Wednesday. 


The Public Health Service said the 


mistake was discovered during hu- 
man testing of the vaccine which be- 
gan April 16. The drug company, 
Parke-Davis, used a strain of flu 
which is similar to the swine flu virus 
isolated from recruits earlier this year 
at Ft. Dix, N. J. 


Some of the test subjects received 


the incorrect type, the,agency said. 


Use of the other vaccine, however, 


"would have caused no harm and 
would probably have produced the de- 
sired immunity against the A-New 
Jersey virus," said Dr. Theodore 
Cooper, assistant HEW secretary for 
health. 


"However, to insure specificity and 


effectiveness, the vaccine for general 
use must be prepared" from the New 
Jersey strain, he said. 


Cooper said Parke-Davis has'since 


changed strains and "significantly in- 
creased its production." 


But because the earlier batches can- 


not be used, the start of inoculations 
for the chronically ill and the elderly 
may be delayed. 


"This high risk group was to begin 


r e c e i v i n g a combination vaccine 
against 
swine-type 
influenza 
and 


A-Victoria influenza in late July," the 
agency said. "Parke-Davis was the 
principal producer of this combination 
vaccine." 


The result, Cooper said, is that 


there probably will not be enough vac- 
cine to begin inoculating the high risk 
group in July and that the program 
for them may be delayed from four to 
six weeks. 


The $135 million vaccination pro- 


gram is designed to head off a repeti- 
tion of the 1918 flu epidemic. Four 
drug companies are producing the 
vaccine. 


More than 3,200 volunteers — 600 of 


them children — have participated in 
human testing. 


It was not known exactly how many 


doses of the incorrect vaccine were 
turned out by Parke-Davis. 


''Of greater significance is that find- 


ing the error demonstrates the effec- 
tiveness of our surveillance system to 
assure the quality of the vaccine used 
in the campaign," Cooper said. 


German raiders burn 2 GI trucks

ed a U.S., Army base less than 24 
hours earlier to avenge the death of 
anarchist Ulrike Meinhof. 


An air force spokesman said arson- 


ists cut through a fence at the Lindsey 
Air Station, set fire to two trucks and 
escaped. The "1st Combat Commu- 


nications Squadron is based at the 
station. It has no aircraft. 


The spokesman said the air force 


was investigating whether fire bombs 
were used in the early morning raid, 
which was staged despite tightened' 
military security. 


Authorities believed left-wing urban 


guerrillas, who claimed responsibility 
for the bomb attack Tuesday on the 
Frankfurt headquarters of the U.S. 
Army's V. Corps, staged the raid. 


Air force firemen put out the fires 


and no casualties were reported. The 
two time bombs that exploded Tues- 
day injured 16 American servicemen, 
7 wives of servicemen, an American 
teen-ager, an American civilian em- 
ploye of the Army and a West Ger- 
man. 


An army spokesman said seven still 


were in the hospital Wednesday, but 
all were out of danger.

Tuesday deadline, but negotiators will 
return to court Friday to determine 
further action. 


Salary negotiations have continued 


sinde May 20 when Circuit Court 
Judge Nathan M. Cohen ordered the 
faculty and board to negotiate on a 
daily basis until midnight June 1. 


Negotiations were at a standstill 


late Tuesday when the court order 
and & recognition agreement between 
the board and the faculty senate end- 
ed. The agreement recognized the fac- 
ulty senate as the bargaining agent 
for full-time faculty members at the 
college. 


MICHAEL BARTOS. chief faculty 


negotiator, said he sent a telegram to 
board negotiators Wednesday after- 
noon asking them to resume talks. 


Both parties are scheduled -to ap- 


pear before Judge Cohen Friday to re- 
view the negotiation progress. Bartos 
said the faculty may seek intervention 
by Cohen at that time. 


Bartos said two major issues not 


agreed upon during Tuesday's session 
were the faculty's request that all 
teachers receive some kind of raise, 
and the board's refusal to recognize 
the faculty senate for negotiating 
pur- 


poses for the coming school year, 
tos said.

The salary raises offered by the 


board apply to all faculty members 
except those whose increased pay 
would exceed salary ranges set by the 
board, Bartos said. 


The board offered either a $1,375 


raise to faculty members without any 
increase for individuals at the top of 
the range, or a $1,275 increase for all 
faculty with a $100 bonus for one year 
to all those who would exceed the 
ranges set for their jobs, Bartos said. 


THE FACULTY requested a 4.4 per 


cent cost-of-living increase for all fac- 
ulty members whose salaries ex- 
ceeded the top range, and a $1,375 
raise for all others, Bartos said. 


Bartos said the board has also re- 


fused to recognize the senate as the 
bargaining agent for the Harper facul- 
ty. "After nine years they have taken 
away our recognition," Bartos said. 


Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 


n e g o t i a t o r , said the board has 
"serious concerns about these is- 
sues." In regard to extending the rec- 
ognition agreement, Rausch said "the 
board is going to have to study the 
matter very deliberately and calmly." 


The Harper 
faculty 
voted last 


month to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national 
teachers' union. Bartos said he felt 


one reason why the board would not 
extend the recognition agreement was 
because "they were incensed that we 
affiliated " 


CONTRACT TALKS between the 


board and faculty began early this 
year but stopped abruptly April 1 with 
the board declaring negotiations had 
ended. 


After negotiations ended, the board 


granted a $1,275 salary increase to all 
faculty members, unless their salary 
would exceed the top range set for 
their jobs. 


Maximum salaries established by 


the board in December are $18,250 for 
instructors, $21,000 for assistant pro- 
fessors, $24,140 for associate profes- 


sors and $27,760 for professors. 


AFTERi THE board set salaries in 


April, i the faculty obtained an in- 
junction, preventing the board from 
mailing contracts to the faculty until 
June 1 The faculty also sought the 
ruling from Judge Cohen which or- 
dered the board back to the bargain- 
ing table. 


The board appealed Judge Cohen's 


decision to the Illinois Appellate Court 
and the Illinois Supreme Court but 
both courts refused to overturn the 
lower court ruling. 


Last week Judge Cohen dismissed 


the faculty's request to find the board 
in contempt of court for not bargain- 
ing in good faith.

City recycling center 
turning out $677 profit

The Des Plaines recycling'center 


has collected 94.5 tons of glass, cans 
and waste paper in the first four 
months of the year and is continuing 
to show a profit. 


Philip Lindahl, Des Plaines environ- 


mental officer, said the recycling cen- 
ter, Oakton Avenue and Lee Street, 
has shown a profit of $677.08 since De- 
cember 1973. Money raised from re- 
cycling operations goes to the city's 
sanitation department, Lindahl said. 


"We've done pretty well. Many 


people from many suburban commu- 
nities come out here to recycle their 
paper, cans and glass." said Lindahl. 
"We were still able to show a profit 
even after paying people to man the 
center." 


THE RECYCLING center, which 


began operation in 1974, is open Tues- 
days and Thursdays from 4 to 8 p.m.; 
Saturdays from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m.; and 
Sundays from 1 to 6 p.m. 


About 60 service organizations in 


Des Plaines provide labor to man the 
center, and attendants are paid $2 an 
hour. Staffing the operations costs the 
city $50 a week, Lindhl said. 


Since January of this year, 27.5 tons 


of glass, seven tons of metal cans and 
60 tons of paper have been deposited 
at the recycling center. The materials 
are sold to recycling middlemen or to 
manufacturing firms. 


Last year, the center collected 84.5 


tons of glass, 18.5 tons of metal cans 
and 281 tons of paper. If the current 
trend'continues, the center will collect

Sloan said the forest ranger patrols 


have been beefed up in Busse Woods 
and the ranger's special task force 
which deals with special problems 
also has been sent to the area. 


ON MONDAY rangers made about 


a dozen arrests for offenses ranging 
from possession of marijuana or other 
dangerous drugs to obstructing police, 
Sloan said.

A two- 
pound limit originally proposed in the 
ordinance, which was drafted by City 
Atty, Charles Hug, was amended to 25 
pounds during the committee meeting 
at city hall. 


"MANY PEOPLE in the city 


place 5 or 10 pounds of seed outside 
for the birds in the winter," said Aid. 
Alan Abrams, 8th, committee chair- 
man. 


"I think we need to cite a reason- 


able pound limit in the ordinance so 
that all our residents won't be in vio- 
lation of it," he said.

Lufman said a record com- 
pany often will subsidize a tour in or- 
der to obtain that kind of exposure 
which generates sales. Along with 
touring comes radio and newspaper 
interviews and local appearances in 
record stores. 


Sooner or later, however, comes a 


decision time — when do you quit on 
an album that's going nowhere? 


"You know how far you can go. If 


nothing is happening, then, you stop," 
Lufman said.

and I hope the accusations are 
wrong." 


But, he said, "it is my belief that 


any man in the Congress of the United

of his committees, in fairness to his 
fellow colleagues until the case has 
been adjudicated." 


Albert said he told Hays that "the 


impression I get from the members is 
that they are most concerned about 
the campaign committee from their 
personal standpoint." 


Albert also said "he told me that

Miss 
Ray said she did no work in her con- 
gressional staff job except entertain

IN OTHER ACTION, U S. Rep. Ab- 


ner J. Mikva, D-lOth, and six other 
congressmen have begun circulating a 
resolution to be submitted June 16 to 
the House Democratic Caucus The 
resolution asks the caucus, which is 
composed of all Democratic members 
of Congress, to vote to remove Hays 
from his chairmanships. 


The resolution says the congress- 


men are not finding Hays guilty of 
any wrongdoing, but they believe it is 
in the best interest of Congress for 
him to step down from his leadership 
posts while an investigation is con- 
ducted.

But I've heard 
that where they have self-service in 
other states, there's generally a 3 to 5 
cents savings in gasoline prices per 
gallon," he said. 


State codes prohibit self-service 


gasoline sales as a potential fire haz- 
ard to the public. "We're trying to de-

Unemployment pay 
to increase 


Increased benefits for some 323,000 


people who receive unemployment in- 
surance in Illinois have been an- 
nounced by the Illinois Dept. of La- 
bor. 


Effective July 1, the new maximum 


weekly benefits payable to unemploy- 
ment insurance claims will be $106 for 
a single person, a $3 increase and 
$127 for a married person with a non- 
working spouse, a $4 increase. Max- 
imum benefits for a person with chil- 
dren remains at $135. 


The increase is the second since 


July 1,1975, when a new law took ef- 
fect requiring that benefits be adjust- 
ed to keep up with the increasing cost 
of living. 


termlne the degree of hazard," Walsh 
said. He plans to call a June 23 meet- 
ing in Springfield with oil industry 
and retail spokesmen, for a second 
discussion on the self-service concept.

the state fire marshal, who is sup- 
posed to be protecting the safety of 
the public, would be increasing such 
hazards by allowing self-service sales 
of gasoline and other flammable liq- 
uids," said Philip Krone, lobbyist for 
the Illinois Gasoline Dealers Assn. 


Krone said he represents associ- 


ation executive director Robert Ja- 
cobs in his objection to self-service. 
"It's especially shocking that this offi- 
cial, appointed by a lame-duck gover- 
nor, would be considering changing 
the rules when the general assembly 
has on repeated occasions refused to 
l e g a l i z e self-service by statute," 
Krone said. He predicts Illinois Senate 
Bill 1541 and House Bill 326, which 
would allow for self-service, will die 
in committee, 


"The attempt to get self-service is 


being engineered by the powerful oil 
industry, and it would be unfortunate 
for Mr. Walsh to serve their self- 
serving interests," Krone said. The 
change in service regulations would 
help Gov. Walker reduce his debts 
and aid oil companies in the elimina- 
tion of competition, he said. 


KRONE SAID consumers will be 


hurt by the cutback of maintenance 
and service work at gas stations. He 
urged consumers to comment on 
Walsh's "disgusting sneak play "

Joint park use backed 


The financial future of Illinois 


park districts appears bleak de- 
spite efforts by local officials 
and park district directors to or- 
ganize a legislative lobby in 
Springfield. 


A 10-point legislative package 


proposed last year by John 
W o o d s , f o r m e r Arlington 
Heights village president, to bol- 
ster the position of park dis- 
tricts, has failed to stimulate a 
stronger park district position in 
the state. A coalition of area 
park districts failed last year to 
gain a per capita share of in- 
come tax funds, and it appears 
unlikely that other fund raising 
efforts will win approval in the 
General Assembly this year. 


At the same time, the growth 


in many suburban communities, 
which allowed parks and recrea- 
tional facilities to be built along 
with housing and commercial 
developments, has stowed, caus- 
ing park directors to propose 
referendums to increase taxes 
or to cut programs. 


With such an apparently limit- 


ed immediate future, how will 
park districts continue to pro- 
vide quality recreation for their 
residents? 


We believe Thomas Thornton, 


Arlington Heights park district 
director, has an idea worth con- 
sideration, particularly in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Thornton said joint use of fa- 


cilities is the way of the future, 
if not the road to salvation for 
park districts. 


Thornton, however, went a 


step further. He said park dis- 
tricts soon will be faced with the 
choice of banding together for 
survival as separate 
govern- 


ment units or else being ab- 
sorbed by municipalities and op- 
erated as a municipal depart- 
ment. 


We don't necessarily 
agree 


with his broad interpretation of 
cooperation, but we do agree 
that park districts, particularly 
suburban districts, should con- 


sider shared use of facilities. 


Take our area as a good ex- 


ample of the variety of recrea- 
tion facilities which exist in 
neighboring districts. 
Rolling 


Meadows has an indoor ice 
arena. Arlington Heights has in- 
door swimming pools and a ten- 
nis club. Palatine and Buffalo 
Grove golf courses are among 
the finest in the area. There are 
many other fine facilities in lo- 
cal park districts which would 
be used by suburban residents if 
available to them. 


As Thornton said, inequality of 


facilities may be a stumbling 
block. But we believe that could 
be worked out to the satisfaction 
of park commissioners, 
resi- 


dents and taxpayers. 


A strong, unified park system 


will give residents of this area 
quality recreational 
facilities 


and also will give the park dis- 
trict a stronger voice with the 
General Assembly where ulti- 
mately it will be needed. 


Film violence law: Wait and see 


Mayor Richard J. Daley and 


the Chicago City Council are at- 
tempting to do something about 
violence in motion pictures, but 
they are getting mixed reviews 
from a broad spectrum of na- 
tional critics. 


While recognizing the basis for 


concern that led to an ordinance, 
we offer a word of caution to 
public officals in the Northwest 
suburbs to go slow in any at- 
tempt to emulate Chicago's un- 
tested effort. 


in America. In the past, most of 
the attempts to force the movie 
industry to show more concern 
for the influence it has on its 
viewers have been aimed at por- 
nography rather than violence. 


The efforts by Chicago offi- 


cials to limit the showing of su- 
per-violent films to adults should 
be praised. 


There have been many reports 


of crimes being inspired by such 
films.

Before we can fully support the 
Chicago plan, we must see how

Jimmy Carter's enigma 
A permapressed, non-fade

ers' lips. 


By now. of course, everyone knows 


who Carter is. But the smile remains 
an enigma. The widely held assump- 


tion that he was smiling over his 
primary victories has been rendered 
null and void by the disclosure that he 
also.smiles after his primary defeats. 


Although I don't claim to have the 


complete answer, I did run across one 
possible explanation in a piece written 
by Woody Allen. It alluded to a person 
who "required two days advance no- 
tice to stop grinning." 


Maybe — I'm only theorizing here 


— maybe it takes Carter 48 hours to

get his smile stopped. If so, that 
would explain why he smiles after los- 
ing a primary. 


Political protocol only requires a 


primary candidate to smile until the 
polls close, usually about 7 p.m. Once 
the returns start coming in, he is free 
to wear the facial expression of his 
choice. 


But under the condition described 


by Allen, a candidate would have to 
douse his smile by .midnight Sunday 
in order to get it shut down in time to 
register the emotions traditionally as- 
sociated with losing a Tuesday prima- 
ry. 


I checked this out with Dr. Cheshire 


Phizbeam, one of the world's leading 
smile authorities, and he agreed such 
might be the case with Carter. 


"There is a phenomenon that we 


smilologists refer to as 'afterglow,' " 
Phizbeam said. "When it occurs, a 
person's face remains lit up for some 
time after he'has ceased smiling. 


"I have never personally examined 


Carter's smile and thus cannot 
analyze it definitively. However, it 
stands to reason a high intensity 
smile such as his would produce a 
strong afterglow." 


He said a smile of that nature was 


somewhat similar to a blast furnace 
in a steel mill. 


"You can't turn it on and off in- 


stantaneously. It takes time to build it 
up to peak efficiency and its radiance 
lingers after the motivating force is 
terminated." 


I said, "Is that the same thirfj as a 


frozen smile?" 
\ 


"No, indeed. A frozen, or 
fixed, 


smile occurl when the facial muscles 
become locked wh'ile in the smiling 
position. In mild cases, the victim 
usually is able to wipe the smile off 
his face. But sometimes surgery is re- 
quired to remove it." 


It was Phizbeam who established 


some years ago that sickly smiles 
were caused by vitamin deficiencies 
and that stiff smiles were caused by 
starchy diets. Asked what kind of food 
produced healthy smiles, he recom- 
mended peanuts.

Plant pluckers beware, 
nature doesn 't need you

They call them plant pluckers and 


animal pluckers too. 


What they really turn out to be 


though is simply overzealous wildlife 
and plant enthusiasts who are robbing 
the countryside of rare species of 
plants and animals. 


Conrad Drust, naturalist at the 


Crabtree Nature Center near Palatine 
said the well meaning citizens are a 
problem, "It certainly is a growing 
problem as more people are inter- 
ested in wildlife," he said. 


A N a t i o n a l Wildlife Magazine 


spokesman said plant plucking and 
other pressures threaten some 3,000 of 
the 22,000 native American plant spe- 
CifiSi 


RATIONALIZING THAT "one small 


plant will not be missed," collectors 
decimate rare pants such as the leath- 
ery grape fern and ram's head lady 
slipper, 


Once the collector decides which 


plants to take, almost nothing can 
stop him. The magazine spokesman 
said ultimately many plants do not 
survive the transplant. 


The spokesman offers this advice: 


study endangered species lists; don't 
patronize florists who take endanger-, 
ed species; give preference to seed 
grown exhibits at garden shows. 


"The criteria here is that these 


things cannot be removed without the 
permission of the property owner," 
the Crabtree naturalist said, "And in 
state and municipal land holdings, 
collection of wildlife may also be pro- 
hibited. 


WILDLIFE HUNTERS can check 


the Illinois Dept, of Conservation of- 
fice in Chicago for information on 
wildlife protection laws. The tele- 
phone number is 793-3645. 


Conservation Dept. director Tony 


Dean said "Look but don't touch" is a 
good thought to keep in mind during 
wildlife walks. Each year thousands 


of seemingly abandoned wildlife are 
adopted by the public. 


"Their intentions are good, but ac- 


tually they probably have insured the 
death of the animal they are trying to 
save," Dean said. "In addition they 
are violating a state law prohibiting 
such actions." He said the Con- 
servation Dept. can be contacted if an 
animal appears to be abandoned. . 


Most animals removed from the 


wild are kept as household pets. Dean 
said they are usually released, after 
the animals have bitten a family 
member or otherwise become a ui- 
sance. A bite could mean a series of 
rabies shots for the victim. The ani- 
mal will probably die shortly after its 
release because it hasn't learned the 
ways of the forest, Dean said.

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Rolling Meadows, Arlington meet today 


Igrasek battles Merlins 
in league baseball finals

Arlington has one foot In the hole 


and Rolling Meadows is carrying the 
shovel as the long-anticipated Mid- 
S u b u r b a n League championship 
rematch between division titlists re- 
sumes today at Arlington at 4:30. 


The best-of-three playoff series ac- 


tually began Inconspicuously on April 
29 when Meadows handed the Cardin- 
als their first defeat of the season, 6-3. 


The regular-season contest counts 


as the first game of the playoff, thus 
setting the stage for the Mustangs to 
clinch their second consecutive league 
championship today. 


An Arlington victory would force 


the deciding game Friday at 3 p.m. at 
a site determined by a coin flip. 


The Mustangs are hoping to follow 


the same script as last year. The two 
teams met for all the marbles after 
Meadows topped the Cardinals during 
the regular season, 


Arlington tied the series by winning 


the first post-season game in 1975 be- 
fore Meadows dramatically captured 
the trophy in the finale, 2-1. 


The Mustangs' victory over Arling- 


ton earlier this season appeared aca- 
demic at the time. Meadows stumbled 
to three successive defeats out of the 
league starting gate and seemed 
headed for a dismal campaign. 


"We just weren't getting the key 


hits when we needed them," Mustang 
head coach At Otlo remembers. "We 
were playing good baseball, but just 
weren't scoring any runs." 


After the triumph over Arlington 


made the Mustangs a ,500 club at 3-3, 
they reeled off 13 triumphs in the next 
16 games, annexing a district cham- 
pionship and a berth in the regional 
finals along the way. Meadows will 
carry a 12-6 conference mark, and an 
18-7 overall mark into today's contest. 


Arlington, on the other hand, was 


nearly invincible all season long, win- 
ning their first seven tests and posting 
an aw'esome 18-3 overall mark, 15-2 in 
the MSL's North Division. 


"A lot of people talk about our hit- 


ting," Card coach Fran Somers said. 
"If someone goes into a slump, it 
seems like someone else picks him 
up. These kids have been playing to- 
gether for three years and they've al- 
ways hit." 


No less than 10 Arlington players 


have at least seven hits in the league 
this season, but despite scoring 103 
runs, only one has been a homer. 


The Cardinals are wearing some of 


the most formidable credentials ever 
achieved in the playoff series. 


Somers' outfit is averaging a stag- 


gering 7.2 runs per game while limit- 
ing the opposition to a mere 1.5. 
They've won games 20-0,18-0,16-1 and 
14-1 during the course of the cam- 
paign and own six season shutouts. 


Arlington boasts the league's pre- 


mier pitcher in junior John Merlins 
who has registered an impeccable 8-0

record. Mertins' forte is his control 
which is underlined by the statistic

sillo and Guy Tenuta. 


"When they get on, they make 


things happen for them with base 
stealing and taking the extra base on' 
hits. We hope our catcher Don Steb-- 
bins can slow them down." 


Morsillo (a .480 hitter) is the Mid- 


Suburban's all-time base thief with 18 
swipes while Tenuta is also a major- 
ity stockholder in the team's 43 steals 
for the year. 


Arlington boasts base-stealing po- 


tential in the likes of shifty Matt Split 
and Mike Mayerck, but. the Cardinals' 
heavy hitting has .enabled baserun- 
ners to live less dangerously. 


Mayerck is slamming an even .400 


while Splitt, the Cards' leadoff man, 
is swatting at a .370 clip.

two games apiece. 


The underdog Suns, making free throws at a near record pace, 


took a seven-point lead into the final quarter at 87-80 and they 
never gave it up as rookie of the year.Adams, held to 12 points in 
the first three quarters, kept them on top early. Then Gar Heard, 
leading scorer Paul Westphal and Ricky Sobers took over as Phoe- 
nix played out the clock and JoJo White missed Boston's last shot 
to save the victory. 


Westphal, who came to the Suns from the Celtics before the start 


of the season, finished with 28 points, nine assists and three steals 
while Adams had 20 points, Heard 19 and Sobers 14. Heard also was 
the leading reboundcr with 15. 


White led Boston with 25 points while Dave Cowens, playing most 


of the final period with five fouls, had 22 and Paul Silas 18. 


Officials Don Murphy and Manny Sokol seemingly called every 


infraction In the first half with the Suns cashing in on 26 of 28 free 
throw attempts for a 60-57 lead. They made an additional nine 
points from the free throw line in the third quarter and that's what 
enabled them to stay in front. 


Cowens made a basket with 1:50 to go to put Boston within two 


but Sobers got it back 23 seconds later for a four-point lead. White 
scored again for Boston as did Cowens with Heard canning one 
between the two Boston stars for what proved to'be the winning 
point!).

you find out what they're worth is finding out what other people 
will give you for them."

Death penalty bills held 


Two bills which would reinstate the 


death penalty in Illinois were held 
over until November Wednesday after 
stalling on the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee's calendar. 


The House voted 109-12 to keep the 


bills alive during the summer after 
motions to hold them, pass them, and 
kill them all failed in committee ear- 
lier in the day.

S. Supreme Court rules on the con- 
stitutionality of capital punishment so 
the bills could be made consistent 
with that opinion before they become 
law. 


Senate OKs school aid bill

million school aid bill including nearly 
half the proposed $2 billion fiscal 1977 
budget for elementary and secondary 
education. 


There was no discussion on the bill, 


which passed on a 51-0 vote with five

about $545 million in state money. The 
remainder is federal funding. 


The rest of the elementary and sec- 


ondary education budget is contained 
in a school aid formula bill which is in 
the Senate's Appropriations Com- 
mittee.

Manager makes, breaks owner profit 


by LYNN ASINOF 


He's the guy who hears about it when your roof leaks, when the 


hot water isn't hot or when the rents go up. He knows all about 
furnaces which don't heat and air conditioners which don't cool. 


A property manager is part salesman, bookkeeper purchasing 


agent and peace keeper. He's a professional who is a Jack-of-all- 
trades. 


"The property management business is the toughest business in 


real estate," said William D. Sally, vice president and general 
manager of Baird & Warner's property management division. 


Sally said it is increasingly difficult for apartment owners to. 


make a profit on their buildings because of skyrocketing costs and 
inflation. He claims professional management can make a differ- 
ence. 


IN THE OLD DAYS, apartment buildings were managed by their 


owners, Sally said. Today about IS per cent of Chicago's 1,1 million 
rental units are professionally managed. 


Browning Yelvington, vice president of management for Ameri- 


can Invs-Co., said increased costs are largely responsible for a 
grownlng professionalism in property management. 


"The day of the ma and pa operators is fading out," Yelvington 


said, noting that budgeting and other procedures are becoming 
more necessary. "You can't just operate by the seat of your pants 
anymore. The line is so thin on a break even basis." 


Because of these problems, Sally said property management is an 


innovative business. "Management must be aggressive to keep up 
with what is happening in our business," he said. 


TAKE THE ENERGY crisis. The increased cost of utilities is 


forcing management companies to take a long hard look at the use 
of both gas and electricity. 


Most of the management firms are starting to install automatic 


controls to turn off the heat and the lights when not needed. Many 
are dropping the temperature of the hot water and raising the 
temperature on the air conditioning. Lights are becoming a bit 
dimmer and some buildings are having their heating systems over- 
hauled. 


"We're looking at insulation, automatic controls, better fuel 


consumption and seminars with our janitors. It's just a matter of 
being vigilant." 


Sally said many management firms would like to shift the utility 


burden onto the tenants. "The big thing today is to find ways for 
the tenant Jto pick up the electric costs," he said, noting many of 
the newer^ buildings have individual thermostats and meters for 
each unit. 


WHEN MONEY GETS TIGHT, Sally said managers can cut back 


by reducing the decorating, increasing the laundry machine prices 
or charging for special maintenance services. 


Bulk purchasing also provides a savings under professional man- 


agement. Sally said managers can negotiate some substantial dis- 
counts in light bulb purchases, snow plowing and other areas if they 
can provide a steady business. 


"The management companies do have a difficult time making 


money if you give the kind of service that is really needed," Yel- 
vington said. But making money isn't impossible with good man- 
agement. 


For example, American Invs-Co recently took over Countryside, a 


720-umt development in Palatine. The project also includes con- 
dominiums and a shopping center. 


BEFORE AMERICAN INVS-CO took over, there was about 80 per 


cent occupancy of the project, people were living on expired leases 
and many people were behind on their rent. One couple had gone 
for six months without paying rent, and the previous management 
hadn't said a word 


"The first thing we did was find out who was thei\e," Yelvington 


said. He said the unoccupied units were then put in condition to be 
shown, and a new leasing team was sent in The property is now 99 
per cent occupied and rent collection is running between 98 and 99 
per cent 


"Countryside is a beautiful property," Yelvington said, praising 


both the construction and the size of the apartments. "The devel- 
oper did everything right in putting the property together." 


The difference in the success of the project was the management. 


Jared Shlaes, real estate counselor with Shlaes and Co., said 


management is the major factor in the success of any project. 


"YOU CAN GET PEOPLE in there initially with a good advertis- 


ing campaign, but you don't keep them without good management," 
he said. 


The cost of property management varies, but in most cases is 


based on a percentage of gross receipts. Sally said in the city the 
percentage figure is between 7 and 9 per cent while in the suburbs 
the fee is either 6 per cent or a negotiated net fee. 


In the larger complexes, there usually is a resident manager who 


gets both a rent-free apartment and a salary. "You just have to 
have someone on site available 24 hours a day," Yelvington said. 


Most of the property managers estimated a complex between 75 


and 125 units can afford the cost of a resident manager. They said 
buildings of 10 or more units can afford a professional manager. 


TENANTS LOSE a certain amount of flexibility with professional 


management. Once rules are set, they apply to everyone. No pets 
means no pets. Rent increases aren't negotiable. 


The property managers, however, said things are a bit more 


flexible in the suburbs than the city because the vacancy rate is 
higher in the suburbs. 


"It operates looser administratively because our suburbs have 


constantly had some vacancies for the past six years," Sally said. 
He estimated the city vacancy rate at 3 per cent and the suburban 
vacancy rate at 7 to 10 per cent. 


"You'll take a St Bernard in if you're looking for a tenant where- 


as you won't let a poodle in if you're not," he said. 


Have property appraised 
before selling: Realtor 


If you are planning to sell your 


home this year, Lowell J. Martin, 
president of Martin & Marbry Real- 
tors, says you first should have your 
home appraised or evaluated. 


"We're in an economy that is mov- 


ing upwards, with values ever-in- 
creasing." Martin said. "Most people 
really don't know what their home is 
worth if they are seriously thinking of 
selling. 


"They don't know what their home 


can sell for other than what they've 
heard their neighbor's home sold for 
or what they think their neighbor re- 
ceived for his home. A lot of times, 
the price they've heard is not a true 
selling price for their own home," he 
said. 


BANKS, SAVINGS and loan associ- 


ations, licensed appraisers and a local 
realtor can give prospective sellers an 
evaluation of what their home is 
worth. 


Bank and savings and loan associ- 


ations will only give an appraisal if 
the property is sold. They will give a 
free appraisal only if they have a 
sales contract, and their appraisal 
will, most likely be influenced by the 
property's selling price. 


Martin cautions sellers who ask for- 


an appraisal from either of these two 
institutions not to quote an asking 
price. Since it is prior to sale, the sell- 
er should not lead the appraiser by 
giving him a figure before he comes 
up with one. 


The most qualified market evalu- 


tion you can get is from a licensed 
appraiser or a local Realtor, said 
Martin. The licensed appraiser does 
all kinds of appraisals, but the most 
qualified is the competent realtor who 


generally restricts his evaluations to a 
certain area, Martin said. The Realtor 
has pinpointed the area, has it down 
to a science, and knows the values. If 
he specialized in residences, he'll 
know the single-family market. If he 
is an apartment building Realtor, he'll 
know the two-flat, six-flat, 12-flat mar- 
ket. 


IF YOU'RE SELLING a single-fam- 


ily home, Martin said you do not need 
to call a professional appraiser. 


"I don't say that to put the profes- 


sional appraiser down, but, remem- 
ber, we are constantly evaluating 
single-family 
residential 
properties 


and apartment buildings. As a matter 
of fact, we are called upon to do eval- 
uations for courts of law or estates 
and the evaluations we do are accept- 
ed by the courts whether we're licens- 
ed as appraisers or not. It's accepted 
becuuse we know our business." 


Martin said that it's an unnecessary 


expense for a homeowner to get a pro- 
fessional appraiser that will cost $200- 
$300. He said they can get a current 
market evaluation at no cost from a 
local Realtor. 


If you're calling in a Realtor, says 


Martin, choose a moderate to large- 
size firm that does a volume business 
in your area. The one-man operation 
isn't big enough because it doesn't do 
e n o u g h business to make com- 
parisons. 


MARTIN POINTS out that a seven- 


room bilevel in the Northwest suburbs 
might sell from $58,000 to $63,000. If 
the seller asks three or four Realtofs 
in for an evaluation, he's likely to get 
figures in that price range. By aver- 
aging out, he can come up with a 
probable selling price for his home. 


There are three basic methods of 


evaluation:

• Market Analysis based on sales 


records in that area; 


• Capitalization, which is done on 


apartment property, and 


• Replacement factor which is not 


generally used in residential proper- 
ties. 


"There's no magic way to figure 


what the top price is," Martin said. 
"The old saying is that there are 
three prime factors in evaluating real 
estate: location, location and location. 
If the property is badly located, it's 
not going to bring a price. A home 
next to commercial or industrial prop- 
erty will sell low and take a long time 
to move. However, a home on a typi- 
cal side street or on a cul-de-sac is 
readily marketable." 


The home should not be too close or 


too far from a school or from shop- 
ping. A home across the street from a 
school may be too noisy for some 
people, but if the buyers have a small 
child or a special child who will have 
trouble getting to school, the location 
may be just right. 


Walking distance is fine for people 


in the city or close-in suburbs, Martin 
said, but if you live further out, walk- 
ing distance isn't a factor since most 
people in these areas own two cars, or 
bus transportation is available. In the 
suburbs, a five-minute drive to a 
school or shopping won't turn away a 
buyer. Transportation isn't that big a 
factor since a short drive to the com- 
muter train is acceptable. 


THE REALTOR ARRIVES at a sell- 


ing price by his evaluation and by 
comparable sales he's made in that 
area. "For example," Martin said, 
"we've sold three seven-room bilevels 
with good-sized rooms for prices rang- 
ing from $64,000 to $66,000, so we can 
use $65,000 as an average. The loca- 
tion, room sizes, number of bath- 
rooms and bedrooms are factors in 
evaluating a home. If the home is 
well-kept inside and outside, it can 
bring more dollars." Martin said he 
can tell how fast a home will sell by 
the activity it creates the first week 
on the market. 


The seller does not have to commit 


to a Realtor if he asks for an eval- 
uation. Martin said the Realtor is out 
of line if he insists upon listing a 
home after he evaluates it. 


"To be perfectly frank, if a seller 


calls us in and tells us he's going to 
also call two or three more Realtors, 
we are not shocked and we certainly 
understand," he said. "We'll still try 
to obtain the listing, however. But a 
homeowner shouldn't hestitate calling 
us or another Realtor if he wants to 
have his home evaluated."

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Shop around, spend less when borrowing 


"Many small loan borrowers don't 


like to borrow from banks," a friendly 
banker told me. '*We figure at least 
half of those who borrow from finance 
companies could qualify for bank 
loans if they would ask." Why, in- 
deed, would a borrower pay two to 
three.times as much for his money 
from a small loan company as from a 
bank? 


Typically, small loan companies are 


permitted to charge 3 per cent per 
month (36 per cent annually) on the 
first $300. Hates In your state may 
vary. Numerous reasons are ad- 
vanced for such loans — desire for 
privacy, standoffishness of banks' im- 
age as perceived by a potential bor- 
rower, simplicity in applying for a 
loan and aggressive promotion by 
small loan companies. 


Money, like other commodities, car- 


ries a price tag. It's called interest. 
Sharp shoppers price the cost of mon- 
ey by shopping at alternative sources. 
Following is a hierarchy of money 
sources arrayed according to the 
price of money: 


Passbook loans use your money on 


deposit as collateral for a loan with a 
differential interest of 2 or 2% per 
cent. That is, if your savings are 
earning 5 per cent interest, you may 
borrow for 7 or 7& per cent interest. 
But, why borrow your own money and 
pay differential interest of 2 or 2% per 
cent? Passbook borrowers cite three 
reasons: 
1. Discipline. When you owe money 
to a bank, savings and loan or credit 
union, you're likely to pay it back. If 
you take money out of a savings ac- 
count, you may never reoay it. The 
differential interest amounts to a pay- 
ment for a lender's discipline. 


2. Time deposit. Certificates of de- 


posit (CD's) may earn over 8 per cent 
effective interest if left undisturbed 
for six or more years. Drawing out 
CD's early means paying a penalty 
and losing the bonus interest. Borrow- 
ing against a CD protects the high in- 
terest. 


3. Interest interruption. Unless in- 


terest on savings accounts is paid 
from day of deposit to day of with- 
drawal, you could lose considerable 
earned interest by withdrawing funds 
before the end of an interest period. 
Borrowing rather than withdrawing 
such funds permits interest to contin- 
ue until credited.

On a participat- 
ing policy the loan value may also in- 
clude any dividends left on deposit. 
Insurance loans are easily obtained 
by writing directly to company head- 
quarters or a local office of the com- 
pany. 


Negotiable collateral loans may be 


issued by a lender at a rate one to 


several ppints higher than the so- 
called prime rate. Negotiable collater- 
al includes listed stocks, bonds and 
mutual fund shares. About two-thirds 
or three-quarters of the market value 
of securities will be loaned when a 
stock power is signed to permit the 
bank to sell the securitieies if you 
default on the loan. With a minimum 
risk the lender can afford to keep the 


interest price low. 


Credit union loans may be available 


for less than 12 per cent with a lien on 
a car, boat or other property. If there 
is no credit union where you work, 
check your eligibility at some other 
organization. 


Credit card loans or cash advances 


up to your credit limit usually carry 
the maximum permitted rate — as 
high as 18 per cent in many states. 
Your repayment record and general 
credit rating will determine whether 
you can get the loan and how much 
you will be permitted to borrow. 
Banks and other lenders may also 
lend on cars, boats and similar items 


while retaining a lien on the property. 


Small loan or finance companies 


lend cash at a stepped rate — 36 per 
cent annually for the first $300,18 per 
cent for the next $200, and 12 per cent 
for amounts above $500 are typical — 
but rates vary by state. These rates 
are permitted under strict regulation 
supposedly to compensate small loan 
companies for extra risks and collec- 
tion expenses, but, if you do not need 
to pay such rates, why not find a low- 
er cost source of money? 


Pawnshops offer small amounts of 


cash on portable collateral at various 
rates. They are a last resource, to be 
avoided except in an emergency.

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What you should know 
Closing the deal on a house

You've found the house. 
Now, the all-Important mechanics of 


closing the deal. 


Contract, mortgage and settlement, 


or closing, need not be traumatic, say 
the housing experts at the American 
Bankers Assn. 


Once you have found the right house 


and agreed on a price, you and the 
seller will sign a contract, obligating 
him to sell and you to purchase at 
that price, provided a mortgage can 
be obtained. 


Generally you will make a deposit, 


usually placed in escrow and later ap- 
plied toward the down payment. 


The contract usually is a preprinted 


form, subject to amendments and ad- 
ditions. Thus, any verbal promises 
made during the bargaining should be 


written into the contract. You may 
want to consult your lawyer before 
signing anything. 


Usually, the contract will specify a 


time limit within which the purchaser 
must obtain a mortgage. It should 
specify that in the event such a com- 
mitment is not secured the seller 
must return the deposit or, if he wish- 
es, extend the time. 


The contract should specify which 


fixtures, appliances and items like 
carpeting or window air-conditioners 
are included in the sale and Which do 
not go with the house. The purchaser 
should be sure the seller specifies 
anything he will take with him; sell- 
ers have been known to dig up plant- 
ings and even remove a woodpile or 
outdoor storage shed.

The contract should establish a set- 


tlement date. It also is advisable to 
state, if the seller is unable to vacate 
by that date, a specific rent be paid 
the buyer. 


You may have discussed mortgage 


< possibilities in a general way with len- 
ders. Now is the time to make formal 
application. The bank will require in- 
formation about family income and 
assets, outstanding debts, a past cred- 
it record, employment history and 
other factors that might affect your 
ability to repay. 


The bank also will have the house 


appraised in connection with its deter- 
mination on whether or not to extend 
the mortgage commitment. 


Settlement, also called the "clos- 


ing," refers to actual transfer of own- 
ership of the house. Generally those 
present at the settlement include the 
buyer, the seller, their respective at- 
torneys and real estate agents and a 
representative of the lender. 


At the closing, two types of pay- 


ments will be made: the down pay- 
ment and the settlement costs. 


The down payment, of course, is the 


cash put down by the buyer, less any 
deposit which has been paid. Settle- 
ment costs are paid by both buyer 
and seller, and relate to transfer of 
the property or to the mortgage loan. 


The association says most banks 


will be able to estimate closing costs 
even before making a loan com- 


mitment, permitting the buyer to 
comparison shop. In addition, the buy- 
er, or his lawyer, may be able to 
negotiate with the seller for dis- 
tribution of the settlement costs. 


Because these costs must be paid in 


cash, the buyer" should know the 
amounts in advance in order to be 
prepared. Consult the lender with re- 
spect to current federal and state 
laws, in regard to real estate settle- 
ment procedures in effect at the time 
you apply for a loan. If you have 
a lawyer, he will advise you. 


Settlement costs paid by the buyer, 


the association said, may include such 
things as loan discount points for ap- 
praisal of property; credit report; 
property survey; mortgage insurance 
application fee; interest on the loan 
amount from the closing date until the 
date of the first mortgage payment; 
advance payment on mortgage insur- 
ance; advance payment on hazard in- 
surance; the charge for title re- 
search; the one-time premium for 
title insurance; attorney's fees; nota- 
r y f e e s ; g o v e r n m e n t transfer 
charges; and miscellaneous expenses. •

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Among a home buyer's many con- 


siderations should be the safety fea- 
tures of the house itself. 


Nearly twice as many fatal or dis- 


abling accidents occur in the home as 
in industry, according to the National 
Association of Realtors. And research 
•hews that most of these home acci- 
dents could have been prevented. 


In the excitement of looking for just 


the right house, don't forget to check 
for features that help assure a safe, 
accident-free life. 


The kitchen, often considered the 


heart of a home, is the site of many 
home accidents. When you're in- 
specting that very special part of the 
house, keep In mind that the floor 
plan should be designed to prevent 
traffic through kitchen work areas. 


The kitchen should be well venti- 


lated, and should have an exhaust 
system that discharges to the outside, 
not into the attic or other unused 
spaces. The sink, stove and all work 
surfaces should be well lighted, There 
should be adequate counter space to 
provide safe work areas, keep lifting 
and carrying to a minimum. 


Gas ovens, broilers and rotisseries 


should have pilot lights, and should be 
provided with an automatic cut-off in 
case of flame failure. The kitchen 
range should not be located under a 
window with hanging curtains. 


Another scene of many home acci- 


dents is the bathroom. Look for a 
bathroom floor with a non-slip finish. 
Bathtubs also should have textured, 
nearly flat or non-slip surfaces. Tub 
and shower enclosures should be 
equipped with sturdy grab bars. 
Doors should be made of safety glass. 


Electric fixtures and switches 


should be out of reach of the tub or 
shower enclosure. And all electrical 
equipment should be grounded. Towel 
bars, soap dishes and other fixtures 
should be made of durable materials, 
firmly installed. A medicine cabinet 
that can be locked — particularly in a 
home where small children live — is a * 
definite plus. 


Falls are the leading cause of acci- 


dental death in the home. To 
safeguard your family,,look for well- 
lighted stairways with switches at 
both top and bottom of stairs. Make 
sure stairs are free of loose floor- 
boards or wobbly railings. 


Nosing, carpeting and 'treads on 


stairs should be in- good repair. 
Treads should have non-slip surfaces. 


Deaths associated .with fires take 


the second largest number of lives in 
the home. Remember each room 
should have at least one door to the 
outside or a window low and large 
enough to be used as an emergency 
exit in case of fire. A fixed fire es- 
cape, a rope or chain ladder can pro- 
vide ah escape from upper-floor 
rooms not adjacent to an outside deck 
or roof. 


Bedroom and stairway doors should 


not be louvered or have other open- 
ings. Closet doors and doors between 
rooms should open from either side. 
There should be doors at the top or 
bottom of stairways so that each level 
of the house can be closed off. 


Be sure electrical service is of suf- 


ficient capacity to accommodate the 
expected equipment load. Regardless 
of whether or not additional large 
equipment — such as an air condi- 


tioner — will be installed, it is wise to 
have an electrical or local building 
department check the adequacy.of the 
system. This is especially true if you 
find evidence of do-it-yourself wiring. 
Make sure the electrical system is 
protected against overload, either by 
circuit breakers or fuses. 


Be certain all rooms have enough 


electrical wall outlets so that "oc- 
topus" connections, with extension 
cords will not be necessary. Outlets 
should be of the three-hole, grounding 
type or, at least, should be grounded 
so that appropriate adapters may be 
used. (Older houses may not meet 
this criterion.) 


All electrical equipment should bear 


the label of a nationally recognized 
testing agency such as Underwriters' 
Laboratories. 


Space and water heating equipment 


bears special consideration from a 
safety standpoint too. The latter 
should be provided with a tempera- 
ture and/or pressure relief valve that 
can be tested readily by the home 
owner. Discharge for pressure and 
temperature relief valves should be 
piped down near the floor. 


Fuel-consuming heating devices 


should be vented to the outside, either 
directly or through a chimney, and 
should have draft hoods or dampers 
appropriate to the fuel being used. 


Make sure heaing equipment is in 


good condition, is securely'mounted in 
place and has no parts that have rust- 
ed through. Be certain, too, that vent 
pipes are tightly connected to chim- 
neys and are not rusted through or 
sagging. 


Fireplaces should have dampers, 


and fireplace hearths should extend a 
minimum of 16 inches into the room. 
Chimneys should be in good repair at 
both bottom and top and should not be 
close to any combustible structure 
parts. 


Don't overlook possible hazards out- 


side the house. Porches, balconies, 
terraces, copings, window wells and 
other elevations or depressions should 
be guarded by railings, closed with 
bannisters or otherwise protected. 
Sidewalks and driveway should have 
a rough finish to prevent.slipperiness 
when wet and should be graded to a 
slight slope to eliminate puddles of 
water or spots of ice.

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New housing 
up 41% in 
first quarter 


A 41 per cent gain in the construc- 


tion of new bousing units was record- 
ed in the opening quarter of this year, 
compared to a year ago, reports the 
F. W. Dodge Division of McGraw-Hill 
Information Systems Company. 


A total of 277,519 new housing unite 


was started in the January-February- 
March period, according to the firm, 
an authority on the construction mar- 
ket. This amount, after adjustment 
for seasonal variation, reflected a 12 
per cent increase over the fourth 
quarter of 1975. 


George A. Christie, vice president 


and chief economist for F. W. Dodge, 
said "The recovery of the housing 
market has come a good way over the 
past year, but so far that recovery 
has been confined almost exclusively 
to single-family homes. At the current 
rate of 1.4 million units, the housing 
cycle has gone about as far as it can 
go until there is some improvement in 
the still dormant apartment market." 


Of the 10 metropolitan areas leading 


the nation in new dwelling units for 
the quarter, three were in California. 
San Diego, with 6,850 units, led the 
nation, followed by Los Angeles - 
Long Beach with 6,423 units. The oth- 
er top areas in ranking order, were: 
Chicago, 6,413 units; Houston, 6,130 
units; Dallas, 5,739 units; Anaheim- 
Santa Ana-Garden Grove, 5,008 units; 
Washington, 4,753 units; Detroit, 4,186 
units; Phoenix 3,185 units; Phila- 
delphia, 3,087 units. 


Check heating 
system, repair 
problems now 


If noises from your heating system 


disturbed you last winter, now is 
the time to lotrect the problem, says 
the Better Heating-Cooling Council. 


The type of heating system and the 


type of noise will determine what can 
be done. If you have a warm air duct 
system you may be hearing the 
whoosh of blowing air or the buckling 
of the tin ducts each time the heat 
goes on and off. 


If your ducts are expanding and 


contracting with each heating cycle, 
causing strange creaks in the night, a 
simple solution could be wrapping 
blanket Insulation around all exposed 
sections. This will muffle the sounds 
and give you the added benefit of bet- 
ter fuel economy by minimizing 
wasteful air leakage. 


If there is whistling or whooshing 


air it indicates the veolcity is too 
great. Have your heating contractor 
check the ducts to locate undersized 
restrictions, or determine if the fan 
speed can be slowed a bit. 


If you have a hot water beating sys- 


tem and you hear a slight gurgling 
when the heat comes on, it is easily 
remedied. That noise is caused by air 
moving through the tubing with the 
water. There are 'bleed' valves in 
various places in your heating sys- 
tem- Open these for a few moments 
and you will hear the air hissing out; 
when, you see a few drops of water 
close the air vent, and the problem is 
over.

The moat common error committed 


by people buying a home is that they 
don't establish a proper picture of 
their financial needs. 


This was the finding in a survey of 


real estate firms and savings and loan 
associations conducted by Red Carpet 
Corporation of America. The real es- 
tate franchise firm's survey asked re- 
spondents to identify the most common 
'goofs' made in the home-buying pro- 
cess. 


Ranking second was the problem of 


not taking advantage of professional 
assistance available from reputable 
attorneys, real estate brokers, mort- 
gage consultants and builders. 


The third most common goof was 


considering a house purchase from an 
emotional rather than a rational view- 
point. 


Faulty analysis of one's financial 


situation was far and away the num- 
ber one home-buying error cited in 
th« survey, according to Frank G. 
Larkln, midwest manager for Red 
Carpet Corporation. 


"What most of the real estate bro- 


kers referred to," he said, "was ac- 
tually a refusal by a home-hunting 


couple to face-up to the facts.' They 
see a home they like and then stretch 
their financial capacities to and often 
beyond the breaking point in signing 
Ihe papers." 


Len Kelley of Kelley 7 Realtor, Villa 


Park, said that many buyers, espe- 
cially young ones, simply don't take 
into account the monthly mortgage 
payments and tax set-asides and the 
upkeep costs which lie beyond the 
purchase price. "As the old phrase 
goes, they 'fall in love' with'a house 
and then find themselves in hot water 
when they have to assume the actual 
dollar costs."

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Some good advice 
Walks your responsibility, check them 


Often this column receives letters 


from readers who have advice they 
wish to pass on in order to spare oth- 
ers some of the unpleasant experi- 
ences they have had. Here is a typical 
example. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: Last winter 


a section of the sidewalk in front of 
my house lifted and caused a tripping 
hazard. I have waited patiently for 
something to be done about this, but 
the hazard is still there. 


About two weeks ago a man tripped 


on the sidewalk and ripped his pants 
when he fell. He knocked on my door 
and told me I owed him a pair of trou- 
sers. I told him he should blame the 
city — not me. He said it was my 
sidewalk, and therefore my responsi- 
bility. 


He was very angry and began to 


insult me. At that point, I told him 
that if he didn't leave at once 1 would 
have my dog chase him. 


I let my German Shepherd out of 


the house, and Herman bit him imme- 
diately. Several weeks later I was 
charged with a civil action and a 
criminal action. My lawyer tells me I 
am in big trouble. I think your read- 
ers can profit from my mistake. —IN

does hurt himself. Insurance is better 
protection in this case than a big dog. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My ware- 


bouse has a flat roof that is leaking in 
several places. Following your advice, 
I have contacted several roofers in or- 
der to obtain a number of estimates 
for repairing the roof. 


I have four bids. Two are for some 


thing known as a slag roof. The other 


Post-flood actions could

two bids are for a coated roof. Each 
roofer tells me that his proposal is the 
best. Can you tell me what the differ- 
ence is? —LEAKY ROOF. 


Slag is a stone byproduct that is 


used to cover a flat, builtup asphalt 
roof. This is the type of roof generally 
found on one-story commercial and in 
dustrial buildings. 


The purpose of the slag is, to pre- 


vent direct sunlight from drying out 
the roof. The result is that the roof 
will have a longer life. It is easy to 
identify a slag roof because it appears 
to be covered' with small stones. 


The alternative to this is the roof 


without slag. This'has a smooth black 
finish. It will be less expensive than 
slag and will deteriorate faster unless 


it is periodically coated. The cost of 
coating will offset the money saved 
from not using slag. Therefore, from 
a dollar standpoint, the two roof sys- 
tems are equal. 


You may fine! that the roof without 


slag is easier to repair, should there 
be a leak. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: We just 


bought a very large house for a very 
low price. The insurance company 
wants us to carry more fire insurance 
than it cost me to purchase it. This 
doesn't sound right to me. 


Can 
you i explain this? — ALL 


FIRED UP. 


Insurance coverage is not based on 


the market value of a property, but 
rather on the cost of reproducing it in 
its current condition. It is very com- 
mon in the case of a large, older 
house that it would cost more to build 
the house today than it would be 
worth if a sale were to occur. 


Even after physical depreciation is 


deducted, it may be more than the 
market value: Insufficient insurance 
can cause serious problems in the 
event of a fire. I would suggest you 
consult a qualified insurance ap- 


praiser to learn how much insurance 
to carry. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My hus- 


band and I are building a new home, 
and I have the impression that the ar- 
chitect and builder are trying to take 
us over. 


In reviewing the plans, I thought 


that the doors to our house should not 
be any wider than 24 inches, since this 
is ample. The architect wants to use 
much larger doors. 


Is 24 inches enough? — TWO FOOT- 


ER. 


If you were to install doors in your 


new house that were only 24 inches 
wide, you would be making a serious 
mistake. The standard residential 
door is 6 feet 8 inches in height and 30 
inches wide. 


In fact, you will find it very difficult 


to move furniture through a door that 
is much narrower, [f you insist on 
smaller doors to save a few dollars, 
you may find that your house is obso- 
lete as soon as it is constructed, which 
could result in a substantial loss of 
value.

Knowing what to do after a flood 


can reduce property loss and help en- 
sure personal safety said John Wrend, 
vice president, Property Loss Re- 
search Bureau. 


The Property Loss Research Bu- 


reau, an affiliate of the American Mu- 
tual Insurance Alliance, is a nonprofit 
association maintained by member in- 
surance companies to serve as an 
educational and consultive agency on 
property loss matters. 


When entering buildings after a 


flood, Wrend said not to force a door 
if it won't open. The flooring may be 
buckled or debris may be piled 
against it. Enter by n window, and if 
necessary, open the door by removing 
the hinge pins with a screwdriver and 
hammer. 


Move about the building slowly and 


have sufficient lighting. Watch for 
loose floor boards, protruding nails, 
sagging ceiling plaster and sagging 
floors or walls that are out of plumb. 


Wrend said basements should be 


drained and cleaned as soon as pos- 
sible since getting the furnace into 
operation will speed the drying pro- 
cess. Don't pump out the basement, 
however, before surrounding flood wa- 
ters have subsided. Then, pump the 
water out in stages to permit seepage 
through the walls, thus relieving pres- 
sure. 
' 


O p e n all doors, windows and 


closets. If windows are swollen shut, 
gently remove the small strip (inner 
stop) that holds the lower sash by us- 
ing a wood chisel. Raise the lower 
sash slightly to clear the stool (sill). 
Have someone on the outside push the 
lower sash inward. 


Be sure that all roof, attic eaves 


and other vents are clear and open. 


Fullers earth, silica gels and other 


absorbent products will speed the dry- 
ing process. 


Building heat should be 15 degrees 


above outside temperatures, and the 
heating system should be thoroughly 
checked before starting up. 


Don't be anxious to tear out satu- 


rated walls or slightly warped floors. 
Wait until the surface is dry before 
making the decision. 


To dry the area between walls, 


Wrend said the baseboard should be 
removed and weep holes drilled about 
two inches from the floor. 


If the building has strip-type ex- 


terior siding, first remove the bottom 
and top strips. Then, drill holes in the 
sheathing or insulation board. Be sure 
one or two holes are drilled at the top 
and bottom of each stud space. This 
will allow air to circulate between the 
walls. 


Wooden floors, woodwork and doors 


should be washed with a mild alkali 
solution such as four to six table- 
spoons of washing soda to a gallon of 
water. Wash before the building dries 
out. 


Don't rub wet plaster or wet dry- 


wall. When exposed to flood water 
these surfaces lost a substantial 
amount of strength and are soft to the 
touch while wet. Their hardness and 
strength, however, will usually return 
when they are dried. Dry first, then 
clean. 


If care is taken, rugs and wall-to- 


wall carpeting can be saved. Most 
carpeting made of wool or man-made 
fibers can be cleaned. First, remove 
as much water as possible with a wa- 
ter vacuum. Then loosen diagonal cor- 
ners and insert fans. The remainder 
of the carpeting should be left intact. 
This is the quickest, way to dry car-

peting and also it prevents shrinkage. 
Later, obtain professional cleaning 
help. 


Carpeting exposed to salt water 


should be thoroughly flushed with 
fresh water. All wet carpeting should 
be bacterially treated to kill mold and 
mildew fungi. 


Don't let the sight of flood damaged 


property cause you to start throwing 
things out. At first, the clean-up job 
may appear hopeless. Doors may be 
warped and jammed, kitchen cabinets 
ruined, windows smashed by floating 
furniture and a heavy layer of mud on 
carpeting and floors. Still there is a 
great deal that can be salvaged if im- 
mediate proper restoration steps are 
taken. 


"These points are suggested as 


guidelines," Wrend said. "When in 
doubt, always consult with an expert 
in the field that you are questioning."

bulletins designed to clarify the stan- 
dards were published May 11 in the 
Federal Register. 


The National Mobile Home Con- 


struction and Safety Standards Act of 
1974 required the Federal Government 
to issue standards to improve the 
quality and 
durability of mobile 


homes, based on existing statt and lo- 
cal laws. 


For the past year HUD has been 


working with the Mobile Home Advi- 
sory Council appointed under the Act, 
consumers, the mobile home industry 
and Federal and State agencies in de 
veloping the standards. They were 
published last Dec. 18 and become ef- 
fective June 15. 


HUD continues to work with outside 


groups to Improve the standards be- 
fore they become effective. These lat- 
est proposed changes reflect the De- 
partment's intent to be responsive to 
public comment. The bulletins are the 


result of many questions from in- 
dustry for interpretations of the stan- 
dards. 


The proposed amendments include: 
• the manufacturer would be re 


quired to attach a label to each sec-a 
tion of a mob'ile home certifying it has 
been built and inspected according to 
Federal requirements and to the best 
knowledge and belief- of manuacturer 
is in conformance with the standards. 


• the plumber's trademark could 


be attached to each fixture instead of 
the manufacturer's name. 


• testing procedures would be clar- 


ified for finding leaks in showers. 


• fire protection requirements would 


also apply to exterior access doors to 
the furnace and water heater areas. 


• a change would be made in the 


procedure for testing the strength of 
roof trusses. 


The twenty-eight proposed inter- 


pretive bulletins cover a wide range 
of subjects including building specifi- 
cations and materials and the design 
of the chassis of mobile homes.

Jonas, who has but few gray 


hairs yet, began volunteering at 


Holy Family at the suggestion of 
his wife, Rose, who has been a 
volunteer at Holy Family for 10 
years.

"Work- 
ing and walking around the hospi- 
tal are good for the health. The

Tall, husky Bill Starnes echoes

He's lost unwanted 
weight since volunteering on Holy 
Family's medical floor. Bill rare- 
ly sits down. 


"I LOVE WHAT I'm doing, and 


I have charisma. I can see the vi- 
tal needs, and I help the nurses, 
too, whenever I can." 


Bill's 
wife has been volun- 


teering at Holy Family since its 
doors first opened. She knew the 
special needs for male volunteers, 
and she and Bill planned two 
years for him to join the program. 


Bill goes out of his way to help 


patients. He loves them, and they 
love him, if their letters of grat- 
itude and friendship tell the story. 
"You look into their eyes, and 
know they need you. It gives you 
such a feeling of warmth." 


Bill starts his day at 6 a.m., 


sometimes earlier. He fills water 
pitchers .for 46 beds, gets coffee 
for anyone who asks.

AFTER TRAINING six weeks in 


the physical therapy department 
to gain expertise in handling 
patients, Bill also helps them 
physically. He shampoos their 
hair, helps bathe and feed them 
and gives assistance in other non- 
medical care activities, where his 
strength is helpful. 


Starnes, Kedrowski and Jonas 


recommend volunteer work to oth- 
er men. 


"If you want to get younger, 


come here!" Bill exalted. "In just 
a few months, I went from 200 to 
190 pounds, and from a 46 inch 
waist to 41!" 


And for Bill it's a real ego trip, 


he said. "When I'm not here, 
patients and nurses tell me later, 
'Bill, we missed you! It's so darn- 
ed rewarding!" 


"Volunteers help the hospital to 


develop a spiritual conscience . . . 
the vital elements of warmth and 
friendliness so essential to the 
patient's recovery and rehabilita- 
tion," says Terry Uselmann, vol- 
unteer 'director at Holy Family 
Hospital.

PBC: Radicals and patriots 


A r e a d e r r e c e n t l y called 


this reporter to question a mention 
made of the People's Bicentennial 
Commission in a story about a Feder- 
al Trade Commission monopoly case. 


The PBC was cited briefly near the 


end of the story as having as its ac- 
knowledged goal the breakup and re- 
distribution of economic power, the 
same end sought in the FTC case. 


The reader called to my attention a 


Senate subcommittee report on the 
PBC accusing it of trying to "steal" 
the Bicentennial and of harboring 
"left-wing radicals." He seemed to 
think my article equated the PBC 
with the FTC and thus with "mother- 
hood and apple pie," To this he 
strongly objected. 


First, let us briefly review who and 


what the People's Bicentennial Com- 
mission is. PBC was founded in 1971 
in reaction against what was already 
shaping up to be a commercial take- 
over of the Bilentennial. 


"PBC BELIEVES the Bicentennial 


is the critical time to re-commit our 
nation to its original values — the val- 
ues of government of, by and for the 
people; freedom from political and 
economic oppression; social justice," 
wrote former U.S. Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark, a founder of PBC. 


Pointing out that a mere one per • 


cent of Americans own nearly three- 
quarters of all corporate stock, the 
PBC wrote a Declaration of Economic 
Independence calling for the "aboli- 
tion of these giant institutions of tyr- 
anny and the establishment of new 
economic enterprises ... to provide 
for the equal and democratic partici-

pation of all American citizens in the 
e c o n o m i c decisions that affect 
(them)." 


THE BOSTON TEA Party, one PBC 


brochure points out, was an economic 
protest by the patriots against a mul- 
tinational tea monopoly — the East 
India Company — and its protector, 
King George. 


The PBC has been controversial, to 


put it mildly, It early won some ad- 
miring verbal bouquets from various 
members of the press, including con- 
servative columnist James Kilpatrick, 
but of late has fallen on thorns as it 
relentlessly treads on the toes of eco- 
nomic power and patriotic myth- 


The Senate report to which my cal- 


ler referred was the result of an "ex- 
haustive" investigation by Sen. James 
East land, D-Miss., and his Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Sen. Eastland, 
a millionaire landowner, gathered 
testimony from a grand total of two 
witnesses — a retired Army officer 
and a private citizen named Mrs. 
Walton. No one representing PBC was 
invited to testify in defense. 


SEN. EASTLAND then decreed that 


the PBC "is a far-left organization 


whose true views are far closer to 
those of Castro and Mao than they are 
to those of the Founding Fathers ..." 


Now, as to Sen. Eastland's idea of 


the Founding Fathers' views, here are 
a couple points of reference: 


"I hope we shall crush in its birth 


the aristocracy of our moneyed corpo- 
ratons, which dare already to chal- 
lenge our government to a trial of 
strength and bid defiance to the laws 
of our country." — Thomas Jefferson. 


"CIVILIZATION has operated two 


•ways, to make one part of society 
more affluent and the other part more 
wretched than would have been the 
lot of either in a natural state." — 
Tom Paine. 


As for the charge that the PBC is 


'.'left-wing radical," that is a label 
which says a lot more about the per- 
son using it than those to whom it is 
applied. It carries strong accusatory 
connotations but is basically 
in- 


definable. No two people's idea of 
what constitutes a left-wing radical is 
the same, and certainly neither the 
Constitution nor any court of law has, 
thankfully provided a definition. The 
closest we've come to having an offi- 
cial definition of such a term was dur- 
ing the McCarthy hearings. 


Moreover, if "left-wing radical" 


could be defined and it could be prov- 
en the PBC qualifies as such, so 
what? Even "left-wing radicals" have 
a right to exist and think and speak 
under the United States Constitution, 
which certainly does not owe its sur- 
vival to those who would silence "left- 
wing radicals." 


AT THE CIRCULAR desk in the lobby of Holy Fam- 
ily Hospital Marvin Jonas sorts mail, then delivers it 
to the patients.

The robust Smith family from the 


Missouri hamlet of Collins is literally 
picking its way across the USA, from 
Anchorage to Albany, in a year-long 
odyssey which began on the Fourth of 
July. 


"We decided this could be our way 


of celebrating the Bicentennial," said 
Paul R. Smith, a Missouri strawberry 
farmer, who set out with his wife, 
Maria, and their two teenaged chil- 
dren, Joseph, 15, and Marlene, 18, to 
discover America. 


So far the Smiths 
have 
shuttled 


42,000 miles between dozens of Jobs In 
43 states and have learned — ac- 
cording to 
daughter 
Marlene ,— 


how to pick everything that grows on 
a limb." 


And if their Volkswagen "Beetle" 


with 93,000 miles holdi up, they hope 


to make the other seven states by this 
July 4. 


"We're studying history," 
Smith 


said as he and his family visited the 
New York capitol last week: "History, 
to all of us, is very interesting and 
we're learning just as much as we 
can." 


The family last July leased its 


strawberry farm outside of Collins, 
Mo., a town of about 150 people, and 
left with about $500 in cash and "faith 
that things would work out, that we'd 
be able to get work when we needed 
to." 


By working in the fields and taking 


odd jobs, they have since returned the 
$500 to the Missouri bank. 


"We found out we just didn't need 


it," Smith said with an easy Missouri 
accent. 


They have logged 42,000 miles in 


their car, which has a large carrier 
strapped on top and the names of all 
the states they have visited crowded 
on the back. 


To cut down on expenses, they have 


camped out most of the time. On a 
2,000-mile excursion to Alaska, their 
tent was often the only shelter avail- 
able. 


On the other side of the coin, the 


Smiths enjoyed luxury for a ween at a' 
Waikiki beach hotel. Their Hawaiian 
trip was financed by six weeks' work 
in California's Salinas Valley, which 
netted the family the $2,000 price of a 
package tour. 


"One week we were picking chili 


peppers, and, wow, the next it was 
luxury in a Waikiki beach hotel," said 
Marlene, who plans to enter college in 
September if they make it to Indiana 
in time to take her college entrance 
exams. 


The low point of the trip occurred 


as they were working in the orchards 
of 
Washington's Enatchee Valley. 


Smith fell as he was picking peaches 
and broke his left arm. 


And then, less than a month later, 


Joseph fell from an apple tree and 
broke his right arm. 


Economy has been the watchword 


to stretch every dollar the most miles. 


"We didn't attend movies of any- 


thing like that," Smith said. "The 'li- 
brary was one of our favorite pas- 
times." 


Louisiana was another "working 


state," with Smith taking a job as a 
cable technician. "I didn't have the 
slightest idea how to do it when I 
started," he said 


Mrs. Smith worked as a dish-wash- 


er. "I'd never seen a big machine like 


that before," she said. 


Marlene and Joa worked as a pizza 


cook and a painter. Their tour has in- 
cluded many historical spots along the 
way. "We don't have too strict of a 
plan, we just like to keep loose and go 
this way or that as it moves us," 
Smith said. 


For four days they rode New York 


subways. "We were lost most of the 
time," Marlene said. 


"But New York State turned out to 


be one of our favorite states." By 
July 4, the Smiths hope to visit Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa. 


The next working state will be In- 


diana. 


"And we'll make it," Mrs. Smith 


said, "as long as the'car and the jobs 
hold out."

Dear Dr. Lamb — lit it true that vitamin C tablets not only low 


thetr potency but also develop some sort of a poison with age, that 
is If they are kept a long period of time? 


About four years ago a doctor recommended I get natural vita- 


min C and I bought two jars of 400 tablets. I used one and the other 
got mislaid In moving two or three times. Now I have found it. Can 
1 safely take them? 


Dear Reader — Throw them away. It is true that vitamin C 


Even if 
the tablets are stored in a.refrigerator they will lose about half of 
their potency in a year's time. 


Recent studies show that vitamin C is converted to oxalic acid. 


This substance has been implicated in triggering diabetes, kidney 
stones and urinary tract infections. These problems are more likely 
to occur in the person who takes very large doses of old vitamin C.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 19, in great physical condition, and lift 


weights three days a week. I would like to know how much milk Is 
too much for me. I have been drinking a gallon a day for its protein 
content but have heard that much is harmful to the bones and also 
makes the face break out. Is this true? 


Dear Reader — Milk is a good source of both protein and cal- 


cium, You don't need that much protein though to build a good 
muscular body. A gallon of milk will give you ids grams of protein. 
You won't need more than 100 grams of protein from milk, meat 
and all sources combined to give you enough for muscle building. A 
pound of lean muscle will contain only 100 grams of protein. 


THE PROBLEM is that a gallon of milk also gives you 440 milli- 


grams of cholesterol and the daily recommended limit is about 300. 
You will need part of that allotment in eating meat, fish, chicken 
and other Important foods that also contain cholesterol. Milk is also 
high in fat, Whole milk contains 34 grams of fat a quart or or about 
300 calories in whole milk are from fat. It is properly classified as a 
high fat food. You can eliminate the dangers of a high fat cholester- 
ol intake by using fortified skim milk or buttermilk. 


THE CALCU Mis not a problem. If you take in more than you 


need it will simply be eliminated from the body, either through the 
urine or It won't be absorbed in the first place, The milk will not 
cause your face to break out unless you have some form of allergy 
which is most unlikelly 


. I would recommend that you have a quart of fortified skim milk* 
daily and balance your diet with adequate amounts of poultry, fish 
and lean meats.

Scratches on a mirror 


need more than magic

ror? Inadvertently, I washed a heavy, expensive, decorative mirror 
with a scouring pad and scratched it, Though the mirror is smooth, 
the scratches make it look dirty. Please produce your "magic 
wand" for me. I'll be forever grateful. —Rosalyn Tarnoff 


Would love to produce a magic wand, Rosalyn, but you are into 


what sounds like an impossible repair job. A "dirty look" usually 
means something is wrong with the silvering. Normally, with a fine 
scratch, a bit of jeweler's rouge can take care of it, But mirrors 
with deep scratches require a buffing wheel which often results in 
a concave appearance — and distortion. Your best bet is to check 
with a good mirror outfit. Have to warn you in advance that mirror 
repairs often cost more than a new mirror. 


Dear Dorothy: Is it better to keep an opened can of coffee in the 


refrigerator or freezer? —Mrs. James Weese. • 


Technically, the freezer, However, if a can of coffee isn't going to 


last for too long a time (like a month), keeping it in the refrig- 
erator is sufficient to hold the aroma.

Christian women set luncheons 


Mention mosquito, and it's bound to 


elicit a chuckle. 


But mosquitoes are no laugh- 


ing matter when you're out in the gar- 
den trying to get the last of the corn 
and beans into the ground and you're 
fighting a squadron of nasty little 
Kamikaze attackers. 


In 25 yean of serious gardening, I 


have never been able to get every- 
thing planted by Memorial Day. I 
meanneverl 


It's not that I don't kill myself 


trying. I start seeds indoors in March, 
prepare the compost and set out peas 
and onions in April, turn the rest of 
the ground and add all my juicy 
humus and stuff in early May. Just 
when I think I've got it all together, 
the weather gels cold, the moon is in 
the wrong phase, the sun is too 
strong, the wind is from the wrong 
direction, or it rains like crazy. 


WHEN THE WEATHER is finally 


settled and conditions are attractive 
for me to be out in the fresh air, it's 
also attractive to the mosquitoes. 
Where are all the Purple Martins, 
toads, dragonfltes and bats when you 
really need them? 


I've tried repellents, garlic juice 


and Lbterine rubbed on the skin, 
heavy clothing, mosquito net hats, 
and still I'm a living welt. (I'm even 
considering bear grease this year.) 


During the initial spring bugout, 


hardly anything deters the female 
mosquito. She must sip blood because 
she needs it for the development of 
eggs inside her body. And nothing will 
stop a pregnant mosquito! Each 
momma may lay 1,000 to 3,000 eggs 


during her 10 to 30 day life span. 


MISERY LOVES company, but it is 


little comfort to know that mosquitoes 
are found in all parts of the world — 
even the North Pole and Siberia! 


"Perfume, deodorant, body powder, 


makeup, hair spray — anything that 
is scented — that's what attracts 
mosquitoes," the area's 
unofficial 


Bird Watcher told me — "even car- 
bon dioxide that you exhale during 
respiration." The funny lady said, 
"Stop breathing, and they'll bug off." 


It's only the female mosquito that 


bites, and she doesn't actually "bite" 
because she cannot open her jaws. 
What she does is stab a victim with 
a proboscis composed of six needle- 
like stylets. 


The mosquito keeps the vic- 


tim's blood from clotting with her sa- 
liva. Since most people are allergic to 
mosquito saliva, that is why the itchy 
welt occurs. Mosquitoes suck as much 
as one and a half times their body 
weight with a single injection into the 
flesh. 


I UNDERSTAND why gardeners 


don't sow carrots, lettuce, and other 
teeny-weeny seeds thinly enough. It's 
not that they don't care. It's because 
once out in the garden on hands 
and knees, buttocks in the air, nose 
to the soil, the scene titillates the 
mosquitoes! 


The g a r d e n e r says to him- 


self/herself: 
"I'm 
getting chewed 


alive. I'll just toss the seeds in and 
when the mosquitoes aren't around 
later I'll thin the seedlings. Right now 
I can't stand them, but I MUST get 
the stuff in the ground." Later in the

season, he notices that the carrots are 
so closely planted — always winding 
up in bunches here and open spaces 
there — that the gardener either gets 
nothing or has to spend countless 
hours pulling up the weaker seedlings 
— sometimes still accompanied by the 
drone of mosquitoes — that noise sure 
isn't a hummingbird! 


Sometimes the going gets so rough, 


the desperate gardener is almost 
tempted to say to himself, "The heck 
with it. I'll just toss the seed packets 
in the plot, and maybe the seeds will 
find their way out when it rains!" 


Curse those blood-sucking mos- 


quitoes! Any crop failure I have this 
year, I'm blaming on them. (They are 
as good a fall guy as any!)

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White House 'sees9 history made

K the rooms of the White House 


could speak, they would surely reveal 
wondrous stories of history In the 
making. They could tell us of the 
Presidents who lived there and of the 
momentous decisions they made as 
they sat alone struggling with prob- 
lems that have faced a young and 
growing nation. This elegant structure 
has housed most of our nation's Pres- 
idents, and has been visited by many 
of the world's leaders. 


The White House is the official resi- 


dence of the President of the United 
States. It Is located at 1600 Pennsylva- 
nia Ave, in our nation's capital, Wash- 
ington. D.C. Also called the Executive 
Mansion, it sits in the middle of a 
beautifully landscaped park of 18 
acres. Its 132 rooms contain the pri- 
vate living quarters of the President 
and his family, executive offices and 
rooms for various official and diplo- 
matic functions. 


The history of the White House goes 


back to 1972. In that year the commis- 
sioners of the district offered an 


MARK TRAIL 


award of a gold medal worth $500 to 
the person submitting the best design 
for the President's House, which was 
the first official name. James Hoban 
won the competition, and work began 
on Oct. 13,1793. The site for the Pres- 
ident's House was selected"by George 
Washington... 


The first residents of the White 


House were President and Mrs. John 
Adams. In 1800 they moved in, even 
though the structure was not com- 
pleted. Thomas Jefferson followed 
Adams, and it was during his admin- 
istration that many features of the 
original White House plans were com- 
pleted. 


In 1814, during the War of 1812, Brit- 


ish forces burned the mansion and 
President and Mrs. James Madison 
were forced to flee. During the next 
three years the charred and damaged 
structure was rebuilt, and in 1817 
President and Mrs. James Monroe 
moved in. 


From 1812 to 1902 the building was 


officially known as the Executive 
Mansion, even though it had been 
called the White House since before 
the fire. In 1902 President Theodore 
Roosevelt authorized the official adop- 
tion of the name "White House." 


In 1948 the White House was de- 


clared unsafe. President and Mrs. 
Harry Truman had to move out tern-' 
porarily while the building's entire in- 
terior was reinforced with a steel 
frame. Other changes have taken 
place since then, the latest addition 
being a swimming pool. 


Located in Washington, B.C., the 


White House is an ever-popular tourist 
attraction. Each year more than 1.5 
million visitors , pass through the 
rooms that are open to the public. In 
addition to the regular tours, special 
excursions are provided for visitors 
who have obtained passes from their 
senators and representatives.

you see in an orchard did not just 
happen. Many processes and several 
years of careful nourishing account 
for its iush beauty and productivity. 
Actually, a navel orange tree did not 
start from a navel orange seed. In 
fact, navel oranges usually do not 
have any seeds, although sometimes 
there are a few tiny ones inside the 
little round ball on one end of the 
fruit.

Most orange trees are produced by 


a man-made miracle called grafting. 
Grafting means that the top of one 
tree and1 the roots of another are 
fused to grow together. They, merge to 
make a tree that is better th'hn either 
one of the parents. 


The rootstocfc may be a bitter or- 


ange tree. Its fruit is poor, but it re- 
sists diseases and hardships. The 
trunk of the young rootstock is cut 
down and grafter with a twig from a 
seedless orange tree. The clever 
grafting is cut so that special cells in 
the rootstock and the twig touch each 
other and grow together. In a few 
years, they grow to form a fine tree 
with sturdy roots and boughs filled 
with seedless oranges.

BICENTENNIAL 


TASTE OP 


NEW ENGLAND 


Even in the Chicago area the flavor of the New 
England and the Bicentennial may be found at 
seafood counters of area food markets. Fish are 
tucked into "Igloos" in jet a ire rafts to preserve 
the fresh-caught flavor of food that fueled the 


founding fathers in 1776. including cod, 


flounder, scrod, pollock and perch. 


However, if your fisherman brings home striped 


bass instead of mackerel, please feel free to 
substitute one fish for another. It's true that 


each fish tastes a little different from any other, 
but they all blend well with similar ingredients. 


It's perfectly acceptable to use one fish for 


another in recipes. 


The most important guide to cooking fish is to 


avoid overcooking. It isn't necessary to 


tenderize fish by cooking, as it is with red meat. 
We cook fish simply to soften the small amount 
of connective tissue present, to make the flesh 
more easily digestible and to develop the fine 
flavoring. Overcooking makes the flesh tough 


and destroys flavor. 


BAKED SOLE FILLETS 


3 cups well-seasoned medium 


white sauce 


% cup grated cheddar cheese 
2 pounds fresh sole (or flounder} fillets 
Yz cup minced clams or mussels 


(optional), divided 
Butter or margarine 
Salt and pepper 


1 lemon, juice 
2 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 
2 tablespoons minced parsley 


Combine white sauce and cheese: stir over low heat 
until cheese melts. Arrange half the fillets in shallow 
•greased baking dish. Scatter half the clams or mussels 
(if used) over fillets. Pour sauce over fillets. Arrange 
remaining fillets on top; scatter with remaining min- 
ced clams or mussels (if used). Dot with butter or 
margarine; sprinkle lightly with salt and pepper. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice. Bake at 400 degrees for 15 
minutes or until fish flakes easily with fork. Remove 
from oven. Garnish top with chopped eggs and min- 
ced parsley. Makes 6 servings. 


COD STEAKS TARRAGON 


WITH PIMIENTO SAUCE 


6 small or 3 large cbd steaks 


Melted butter or margarine 
Salt, seasoned pepper, tarragon 
Pimiento Sauce 


Plan on VSt large steak or 1 small steak per person. 
Arrange steaks on broiler pan. Brush generously with 
melted butter; sprinkle with salt, pepper and tarragon. 
Broil 3 inches below source of heat for 5 to 8 min- 
utes. Turn steaks carefully with a wide spatula. Brush 
again with melted butter. Sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and tarragon. Broil 5 to 8 minutes longer, or until fish 
flakes easily. Arrange fish on heated platter. Surround 
with a border of green beans and corn. Pour Pimiento 
Sauce over fish. Makes 6 servings. 


Pimiento Sauce 


Stir 6 tablespoons melted butter or margarine with 
juice of 1 lemon, Vi teaspoon salt and % teaspoon 
seasoned pepper. Slice 1 pimiento into thin strips; add 
to sauce. 


Appearances are sometimes deceiv- 
ing — but never with fish. Look 
closely for the following signs when 
buying fresh fish. 
SKIN — shiny with distinct color 
and iridescent appearance. As fresh- 
ness fades, each species loses its 
characteristic markings, colors fade 
and the iridescence disappears (the 
rainbow stripes on rainbow trout, for 
example). 
EYES — bright, clear and protrud- 
ing or full. As freshness fades, the 
eyes become cloudy and often turn 
pink. They tend to become sunken. 
GILLS — red and free from slime. 
With age, the color of the gills fades 
to light pink, then gray and, finally, 
brownish or greenish. 
FLESH — firm, clinging tightly to 
the bones. This is an indication of 
fresh fish that has been carefully 
handled. Fillets or steaks should be" 
free of browning around the edges. 
ODOR — mild and fresh. Fish that 
is just taken from the water has 
almost no odor. The "fishy" aroma 
becomes more pronounced with 
time.

High quality frozen fish has the fol- 
lowing characteristics. 
FLESH — completely frozen solid. 
If wrappings are transparent,. see 
that the flesh has no discolorants or 
freezer burn.

Strong fish odor is a sign of poor 
quality.

When cookout guests mill around the terrace getting hungrier and 


hungrier for the main event, keep them happily occupied with a 
help-yoursclf tray of stuffed celery., 


The Savdry Stuffed Celery is only one of many stuffings. For 


instance, mix drained minced clams, cream cheese, lemon juice to 
taste, dill and minced onion. Another easy one is a mixture of 
chopped hard-cooked eggs, mayonnaise, red caviar seasoned with 
minced chives, a dash of Worcestershire sauce and a few drops of 
Tabasco. Any of the stuffings can be thinned a bit with milk or half- 
and-half cream and served as a dunk or dip. 


Measurements are given in both metric and American Standard 


units. Usually dry ingredients are measured in grams-in the metric 
system. But food and utensil manufacturers have developed cups 
and spoons for both liquid and dry ingredients to make conversion 
easier for cooks.

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Roast makes three meals 


It isn't easy feeding a family on a 


limited budget and a lot of us have 
been limited this year. Some of us, in 
fact, have been having a downright 
lousy time of it. Did you know that 
women who support children are the 
single largest poverty group in the 
country?

as I stood staring at some pot roast 
thawing on the kitchen counter the 
other day. 1 was completely unin- 
spired and hadn't the foggiest notion 
what I was going to do with this thing, 
so I guess I was tyring to psyche my- 
self up by thinking about how lucky I 
was that I had something to cook. 


WHEN 1 WAS »kid and it was get-

Getting sick costs more money than 


eating, so what we need are some 
tricks to stretch the food and the mon- 
ey we have and still keep the meals 
balanced.

feed six people using $3.75 worth of 
pot roast.

budget for very long is buy a pound of 
low fat soy flour. It costs about $1.69 
at a health food store but it is a bar- 
gain. 


Consider that one-fourth cup of soy 


flour has 14 grams of protein. Regular 
hamburger only has 17 grams in a 
quarter pound so you can obviously 
add a lot of protein to meat with soy 
flour. Use soy flour to thicken meat 
juices for gravy and that old meal of 
gravy bread doesn't seem like such a 
bad idea. 


So here are three meals out of a pot 


roast. 
Pot Host Dinner, first night: 
7 pounds blade cut pot 


roast, cut up 
All-purpose flour 
Vegetable oil 


2 teaspoons salt 
1 large onion 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 
Vt teaspoon pepper 
brown in oil in a dutch oven. Add 
all other ingredients and bake covered 
in a slow oven (300 degrees) for 3% 
hours. Remove meat with a slotted 
spoon. Add 2 cups water to juices in 
pot and stir. Save 2 cups stock to 
make gravy for the pot roast dinner 
and reserve the rest for beans (see 
below). Use soy flour to thicken the 
gravy and serve about half the meat 
for dinner. 


Meat and Beans Dinner, second night: 


Using reserve stock cook 12-ounce 


package of pink beans slowly at least 


1% hours or until tender. Add water 
as needed but try to end up with as 
little water as possible. Let soak sev- 
eral hours. Drain beans. 
1 small onion, chopped.. 
1 small bell pepper, chopped 
2 tablespoons oil 
1 can (8 ounces) tomato sauce 
% teaspoon ground cumin 


Half of the leftover meat 
Saute onion and green pepper in oil. 


Add rest of ingredients and heat thru. 
Taste for salt. 


Meat and Noodles, third night: 


This recipe uses soy flour for the 


noodles. The texture is different but 
this is a very filling and nutritious 
dish. If there is not enough juice in 
the remainder of the leftover meat to 
make a gravy sauce, add a little wa- 
ter and a bouillon cube. Thicken with 
a mixture of half soy flour and half 
regular flour. 
Noodles: 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 cup de-fatted soy flour 
3 tablespoons shortening 
1 teaspoon salt 
legg 
% cup water or more 


Cut shortening into flour and salt. 


Add egg and Vz cup water. Stir until it 
forms a soft, dry dough. Knead a few 
minutes until smooth. Roll very thin 
and cut into strips about % inch wide. 
Allow to dry overnight. Cook until ten- 
der in boiling water. Drain and com- 
bine with leftover meat (see above.).

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Grass underfoot may be dinner 


by GAYNOR MADDOX 


Tread lightly as you walk through 


the woods. The grass you crush could 
be your next dinner. 


It becomes increasingly clear that 


millions of people do not realize that 
the greens about them could be used 
as valuable food. 


For example, the National Research 


Council has determined that 36 of 400 
obscure tropical plants have "signifi- 
cant potential" for providing econora- 
ic a n d nutritional improvement 
among poorer countries of the tropics 
— important news to the United 
States and other leading countries. 


AMONG THE plants described are: 


a wild Australian grass that needs 
little water yet yields nutritious 
grain; a grain-producing, grass-like 
marine plant that grows off Mexico's 
west coast and provides food and 
flour; a fruit, "perhaps the world's 
best tasting," that is grown only in 
Southeast Asia; a vigorously growing 
Central American hedge with nutri- 
tious, spinach-like leaves; a tree from 
Chile's Atacama desert that provides 
abundant forage^for sheep. 


The report points to a vulnerability 


in the world's food and raw materials 
supplies. Most of the people in the 
world today are fed by only about 20 
crops: cereals such as wheat, rice, 
maize, millet and sorghum; root 
crops such as potato, sweet potato 
and cassave; legumes such as peas, 
beans, peanuts and soybeans; and 
sugar cane, sugar beet, coconuts and 
bananas. 


"These plants are the main bulwark 


between mankind and starvation," the 
report states. "It is a very small bas- 
tion." 


Alan Hall, a man who loves to for- 


age the countryside, says, "A knowl- 
edge of wild food plants can contrib- 
ute immeasurably to the enjoyment of 
nature. It can provide the camper 
with relief from boring pre-packaged 
meats and with the gratification that 
he can live in the wilderness by his 
wits rather than by the strength of his 
back and the contents of his pack. The 
casual hiker, biker, or walker can add 
zest to trail lunches and anyone can 
add to his culinary repertoire a list of 
wild delicacies that are unavailable 
commercially." 


IN HIS NEW and expanded edition 


of "The Wild Food Traiiguide," (Holt, 
Rinehart and Winston, $3.95 paper- 
back; $895 hardcover). Alan Hall 
writes for those unfamiliar with bot- 
anical terms. His book, checked for 
accuracy by a professional botanist, 
tells which plant parts to collect and 
what stage of growth is best for pick- 
ing. 


Eighty-five of the most common 


edible North American wild plants are 
covered in the book. 


These 85 plants alone provide: 28 


different salad greens, 18 cooked 


vegetables, eight substitutes for po- 
tatoes, 18 sources of flour, four cook- 
ing oils and butters, 21 cold beve- 
rages, 23 substitutes for coffee and 


tea, seven sources of sugar and nu- 
merous potherbs, fruits, confections, 
jams and jellies, pies, vinegars and 
even salt. 


Each plant is illustrated and each 


has a range map. A separate section 
is devoted to poisonous look-alikes.

Her hot seafood salad is 


by LOIS SEILER 


Caring for a family of four, working 


part-time and attending school leaves 
Jayne Berglund of Palatine little time 
for fancy cooking. But when vacation 
times comes around Jayne enjoys 
being creative in the kitchen and en- 
tertaining guests. 


She particularly likes to give lunch- 


eons, and one of her favorite menus 
features Hot Seafood Salad. 


Both crabmeat and shrimp are used 


in this dish, although Jayne occasion- 
ally substitutes lobster. She combines 
the seafood with salad dressing, sev- 
eral fresh chopped vegetables, al- 
monds, water chestnuts and hard 
cooked eggs and bakes the mixture. 


Because the hot seafood salad is 


rich, Jayne suggests simple accom- 
paniments such as a mandarin orange 
salad or spiced peaches with rolls. 
For dessert she recommends lemon 
fruit ice with creme de menthe over 
the top. 


An unusual barbecued chicken is 


popular with her husband Dave and 
their two children. "If I had just seen 
the recipe, I never would have tried 
it." Jayne said. However, she tasted 
the chicken at a friend's borne and 
immediately asked for the recipe. Her 
family insists on having the dish at 
least once a week during the summer 
months, and guests always seem to 
enjoy it, she said. 


Rather than cooking the chicken 


over the grill and basting it with 
sauce, this chicken is cooked first in 
the barbecue sauce. The sweet-sour 
flavor permeates the meat, giving it 
an unusual spicy taste. 


The chicken can be cooked early in 


the day and refrigerated with the 
sauce. Before serving, Jayce grills the 
chicken over hot coals. 


An impressive dessert for special 


occasions is Jayne's Cream Puff Pie. 
A cream puff batter forms the crust, 
which is baked and filled with a light 
vanilla custard. Cut in wedges, it is 
served with fresh, sweetened straw- 
berries. 


"Neither rich nor sweet, it tastes 


just like a filled cream puff," Jayn* 
said. Her husband and children often 
request it for their birthdays. 


Jayne is completing the medical 


laboratory technician's program at 
Harper College and works part-time 
in the lab at Northwest Community 
Hospital.

Meeting on fire disannex sizzles 


Wheeling trustees Wednesday con- 


tinued to press their demands for ta- 
rn e d i a t e disannexation from the 
Wheeling Rural Fire Protection Dis- 
trict at a heated session. 


Officials from both sides agreed to 


discuss the matter further next week 
with their attorneys present. 


Pour village trustees along with Vil- 


lage Pres. Ted C. Scanlon attended a 
regular meeting of the fire district's 
board in what village Trustee Gilbert 
Monoson termed a show of "unani- 
mity" for disannexation. 


TRUSTEES ASKED fire district of- 


ficials Wednesday if they will consent 
to the disannexation, but the fire offi- 
cials said they must delay an answer 
pending consultation with their attor- 
ney. The attorney, James T. Ryan, 
was not at the session. 


Village officials are seeking to dis- 


connect amidst claims most Wheeling 
residents will be double taxed for am- 
bulance service If a July 17 referen- 


dum to levy a special tax for the ser- 
vice passes. 


Monoson said the village already 


subsidizes ambulance service for the 
village through money allocated out of 
municipal general funds. 


District trustees adopted an ordi- 


nance Wednesday to conduct the July 
17 election among the district's ap- 
proximately 50,000 residents in Wheel- 
ing, Buffalo Grove and Prospect 
Heights. 


THE FIRE DISTRICT wants to 


sponsor the election to support ambu- 
lance service because their tax mon- 
ey, under state law, can only be used 
to fund firefighting operations. 


Wayne Winter, chief of the Buffalo 


Grove Fire Dept. a part of the dis- 
trict, told officials his ambulance ser- 
vice has been supported by donations 
and grants but "just can't operate 
that way anymore." 


Wheeling officials also said the vil- 


lage is receiving a disproportionate 


share of district funds for firefighting 
operations. 


"Why ifoould we pay for something 


twice thai we're already getting for 
free," Monoson asked at the session. 


But Erwin Lemke, president of the 


district board, said they will only allow 
the village to sever if it's determined 
there will 'be adequate revenues to 


serve the rest of the district. 


"If tax revenues are inadequate to 


provide service to the rest of the dis- 
trict, we cannot allow you to disannex 
at this time," he said. 


The special meeting has been sched- 


uled for 8 p.m. June 10 in the Buffalo 
Grove Fire Station, 505 W. Dundee 
Rd. 


Blood pressure tests offered for free

Walter Repholz, village building di- 


rector, said construction "is definitely 
0*1 the 
upswing," especially 
in 


planned developments that have been 
"laying dormant the last several 
years." He said developers of several 
developments, including The Forums, 
Pleasant Run and Shadow Bend, have 
applied for building permits. 


"We've also had quite an influx for 


remodeling, additions and other small 
jobs for single-family homes. There's 
a lot of miscellaneous work in both 
the commercial and residential areas. 
It's a good sign," he said. 


REPHOLZ SAID the growth in con- 


struction within the village is a result 
of "availability of money." 


"The interest rates are dropping 


and that always encourages building. 
There's also the fact we haven't had 
too much building in the last few 
years. It was an awful long dry peri- 
od," he said. 


Repholz said the village issued 11 


building permits during April, the last 
month for which there are complete 
figures, compared to three permits in 
April 1975. Remodeling permits issued 
totaled 34 compared to 20 permits in 
April 1975. 


"There definitely will be more con- 


struction this year than last," he said. 


THOMAS MARKUS, acting village 


manager, said builders "are really 
getting back to single-family." 


"The market is moving away from 


condominiums, I think they saturated 
the market. There were only so many 
buyers to begin with and they reached 
the peaks," he said. 


Markus said developers of existing 


condominium developments also are 
making changes in site plans to de- 
crease density. 


"There's more emphasis on aesthet- 


ics and landscaping," he said. 


Markus said construction is begin- 


ning on Brownstone Manor, where 32 
single-family homes are planned at 
the northwest corner of Palatine and 
Wheeling roads. 


Clavey jury to begin deliberation 


Syrians drive on toward Sidon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians called a prelude to a inarch on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 
Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters In the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison- 
er. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported that Moslem leftists have 
brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 
the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the 


eastern Bekaa Valley between Chris- 
tian rightists and Moslem leftists 
claimed another 58 dead and ilO 
wounded over the past 24 hours. 


So far, the Palestinian guerrillas 


had yet to make good their threat to

The jury today begins deliberation 


in the trial of former Lake County 
Sheriff Orvffle (Pat) Clavey in U.S. 
District Court. 


Clavey is being tried on four counts 


of perjury, three counts of tax evasion 
and one count of extortion. 


Prosecution and defense attorneys 


began their closing arguments in the 
case Wednesday. U.S. Assistant Dis- 
trict Atty. George Gilkerson com- 
pared "the $100 bills floating around 
the sheriff's office" to "race track 
tickets floating to the ground after 
races." 


HE SAID THAT, the prosecution had 


demonstrated Clavey's abuse of his 
office by the alleged "incredible col- 
lection of payoffs" he received for 
doing favors and extorting. 


Gilkerson cited testimony of five 


witnesses who said they placed "ille- 
gal money in his (Clavey's) hands." 


The prosecutor also discounted the 


importance of conflicting testimony 
between two of the prosecution's key 
witnesses — former Chief Deputy Je- 


rome Schuetz and Cheetah II bar own- 
er Martin DeFoor. DeFoor allegedly 
paid Schuetz and Clavey money so 
that the sheriff's department would 
not harass the nude-dancing bar. 


"If there weren't differences in 


their testimony, you would say it (the 
testimony) was tailored," said Gilker- 
son, adding that the differences make 
the testimony more plausible. 


GILKERSON SAID testimony of 


persons who were granted immunity 
from 
criminal charges, such 
as 


Schuetz and DeFoor, should have ex- 
tra significance. 


Defense attorney George Collins 


said he believed the trial had demon- 
strated how such immunity could be 
used improperly. 


Collins contended that Schuetz, rea- 


lizing that sheriff department oper- 
ations were to be investigated and 
that he was guilty, "pointed the fin- 
ger" at Clavey to get his immunity. 
"If you're in trouble by yourself," 
Collins said, "you don't get immunity,, 
you get jail." 


would need immunity. "They (DeFoor 
and Schuetz) had to point the finger 
at someone," he said. 


COLLINS SAID DeFoor testified 


against Clavey because that was what 
the prosecution wanted. 


"Gilkerson had already told him 


what he throught the truth would be," 
Collins said. "A man (DeFoor) like 
that doesn't want a big fight." 


Collins said DeFoor knew Schuetz 


was going to testify against Clavey 
and that DeFoor was following suit. 


Collins will complete his closing 


statement this morning, which will be 
followed by a final rebuttal statement 
by the prosecution. 


Some of the prosecution's state- 


ments Wednesday prompted Clavey to 
shift restlessly. Once, he momentarily" 
turned his chair completely around to 
face the wall and he often shook his 
head. 


After the prosecution completes its 


rebuttal today, Judge William Lynch 
will instruct the jury. The jury then 
will begin deliberation. 


Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists and into your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group, the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic. 


"Initially, 
all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own-ears. 
. "Certain albums you know when 
you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up/tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

The Harper College faculty and 


board of trustees failed to reach a 
contract agreement by .the midnight 
Tuesday deadline, but negotiators will 
return to court Friday to determine 
further action. 


Salary negotiations have continued 


slnde May 20 when Circuit Court 
Judge Nathan M. Cohen ordered the 
faculty and board to negotiate on a 
daily basis until midnight June 1. 


Negotiations were at a standstill 


late Tuesday when the court order 
and a recognition agreement between 
the board and the faculty senate end- 
ed. The agreement recognized the fac- 
ulty senate as the bargaining agent 
for full-time faculty members at the 
college. 


MICHAEL BARTOS, chief faculty 


negotiator, said he sent a telegram to 
board negotiators Wednesday after- 
noon asking them to resume talks. 


Both parties are scheduled to ap- 


pear before Judge Cohen Friday to re- 
view the negotiation progress. Bartos 
said the faculty may seek intervention 
by Cohen at that time. 


Bartos said two major issues not 


agreed upon during Tuesday's session 
were the faculty's request that all 
teachers receive some kind of raise, 
and the board's refusal to recognize 
the faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses for the coming school year, 
tos said.

The salary raises offered by the 


board apply to all faculty members 
except those whose increased pay 
would exceed salary ranges set by the 
board, Bartos said. 


The board offered either a $1,375 


raise to faculty members without any 
increase for individuals at the top of 
the range, or a $1,275 increase for all 
faculty with a $100 bonus for one year 
to all those who would exceed the 
ranges set for their jobs, Bartos said. 


THE FACULTY requested a 4.4 per 


cent cost-of-living increase for all fac- 
ulty members whose salaries ex- 
ceeded the top range, and a $1,375 
raise for all others, Bartos said. 


Bartos said the board has also re- 


fused to recognize the senate as the 
bargaining agent for the Harper facul- 
ty. "After nine years they have taken 
away our recognition," Bartos said. 


Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 


n e g o t i a t o r , said the board has 
"serious concerns about these is- 
sues." In regard to extending the rec- 
ognition agreement, Rausch said "the 
board is going to have to study the 
matter very deliberately and calmly." 


The Harper faculty voted last 


month to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national 
teachers' union. Bartos said he felt 


one reason why the board "would not 
extend the recognition agreement was 
because "they were incensed that we 
affiliated " 


CONTRACT TALKS between the 


board and faculty began early this 
year but stopped abruptly April 1 with 
the board declaring negotiations had 
ehded. 


After negotiations ended, the board 


granted a $1,275 salary increase to all 
faculty members, unless their salary 
would exceed the top range set for 
their jobs. 


Maximum salaries established by 


the board in December are $18,250 for 
instructors, $21,000 for assistant pro- 
fessors, $24,140 for associate profes- 


sors and $27,760 for professors. 


AFTER THE board set salaries in 


April, the faculty obtained an in- 
junction preventing the board from 
mailing contracts to the faculty until 
June l. The faculty also sought the 
ruling from Judge Cohen which or- 
dered the board back to the bargain- 
ing table. 


The board appealed Judge Cohen's 


decision to the Illinois Appellate Court 
and the Illinois Supreme Court but 
both courts refused to overturn the 
lower court ruling. 


Last week Judge Cohen dismissed 


the faculty's request to find the.board 
in contempt of court for not bargain- 
ing in good faith.

And the court- 
room buzzes as parents, who must ac- 
company their children to bicycle 
court, reveal the man's identity. 


One by one, girls and boys, clad in 


anything from blue jeans to little 
league uniforms, file past Dettmar, 
raising their right hands and swearing 
their testimony is "the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but... " 


Then, in assembly line fashion, each 


defendant accompanied by parent or 
guardian appears for prosecution be- 
fore a three-man panel. The judges all 
are members of a local troop of 8 fe- 
male and 23 male police explorer 
scouts. Sporting long, black robes of 
justice which resemble Prospect High 
choir robes, the judges proceed to 
review each case, cautiously probing 
the defendants making sure each is 
aware of the committed offense. 


FOR THE MOST part, the young- 


sters being interrogated have failed to 
obey stop signs, not registered their 
bicycles with the village or ridden 
their two-wheelers after dark without 
lights. And for the most part, they are 
told to register their vehicles and re- 
turn the following week to the same 
courtroom to attend bicycle safety 
school. Dettmar, as coordinator of the 
community's $33,000 bicycle safety 
program, is responsible for con- 
ducting the one-hour class where 
films are shown, lectures given and

Bicycle courtroom , procedures are

mornings," he said. 


Dettmar rescheduled him for a mid- 


June session. 


"Our family has an out-of-town wed- 


ding to go to then," the youth's father 
said. 


. "I CAN MISS another life saving 
class," the boy reconsidered. 


Dettmar told him to appear in safe- 


ty school sometime in July — an in- 
dication, perhaps, of why Dettmar 
more commonly is known throughout 
the village as "Officer Friendly." 


All Mount Prospect police officers 


are authorized to issue citations for 
bicycle law violations. Dettmar said 
of the 271 citations issued in the vil- 
lage last year, 175 were for driving on 
the wrong side of the road and failure 
to obey traffic signs and signals. 


"Bike accidents are on the in- 


crease," Dettmar said, citing a simul- 
taneous increase in bicycle sales. The 
Bicycle Manufacturers Assn. reported 
nationwide sales of 86 million bikes in 
1974,' more than 100 million in 1975 and 
projects more than 135 million bi- 
cycles to be sold by the end of June 
1976. 


DETTMAR SAID bicycle accidents 


have been reduced by 38 per cent an- 
nually since Walker's law went into 
effect and the police department last 
year began stricter enforcement ac- 
companied by mandatory bicycle 
court appearances for violators. 


Sloan ialso said the forest preserve 


and all others in the county are being 
closed at dusk as part of a new policy 
being tried this year. Early closings 
at Ned Brown are not a result of the 
trouble there, he said. 


He said he will welcome aid from 


other law enforcement agencies and 
believes the problems at Busse Woods 
will clear up soon. 


"We're concentrating on this area

Syrians drive on toward Sidon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians called a prelude to a march on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 
Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters in the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison- 
er.

In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported that Moslem leftists have 
brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 
the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the

demic performance, particularly in 
the areas of math and English. Most 
placed the blame on the district's pro- 
gram of Individually Guided Educa- 
tion. • 


IGE, A SYSTEM of individualized 


instruction, is used in the. district in 
an open school environment where 
classrooms are not divided by walls. 
The program is now in the fourth year 
of a five-year implementation plan 
and is scheduled for evaluation by the 
board of education. 


Derwwjd Janssen, a former board 


momber in Dist. 96, was one parent 
who spoke out at the meeting against 
the IGE system. Janssen was on the 
board when IGE was instituted in the 


. district and was one of its supporters. 


Wednesday, he told the committee 
that he is removing one of his sons 
from the district next year because he 
has not been able to achieve in the 
unstructured school environment. 


"I hate to admit it," Janssen said. 


"I don't feel my son has failed, I feel 
IGE has failed my son." 


Janssen said IGE is "a great sys- 


tem" for the student who does not 
need motivation, but for those who 
need the discipline of a structured 
classroom environment, the system 
does not work. Some students "you 
can put in a corner with a book and 
not see them all day," he said, but 
others "you need to sit on."

said all of her children have had prob- 


lems in math and her 14-year-old 
daughter still had not learned the bas- 
ics of math. 


James Burke, a parent, said the 


"lack of structured discipline allows 
the child to have too many escapes." 
There is no supervision to see that the 
student does his work, he said, and 
too often students who are poorly 
motivated slip by. In the open class- 
room if a student is not interested in 
that math lesson being presented he 
can tune out and listen instead to the 
movie being presented by the teacher 
in the next class a few feet away.

PLANS CALL FOR the site to have'

The proposal, developed by the Ar- 


lington Heights Park Board last week, 
also calls for the purchase of a 23- 
acre flood plain along Buffalo Creek, 
just west of the site, but the flood 
committee rejected the proposal.

records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records, auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitm'a- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on Just such an unknown 
group, the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic. 


"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears.

rome Schuetz and Cheetah II bar own- 
er Martin DeFoor. DeFoor allegedly 
paid Schuetz and Clavey money so 
that the sheriff's department would 
not harass the nude-dancing bar.

members of her family in Elk Grove 
Village last month. 


Miss Columbo was indicted on six 


counts of murder and one count each 
of conspiring and soliciting to commit 
murder. 


The indictment charged Miss Col- 


umbo, a former Elk Grove High 
School student with the May 4 slay- 
ings of her father, Frank, 42; her 
mother, Mary, 40; and her brother, 
Michael, 13. 


MISS COLUMBO ALSO was in- 


dicted on charges of soliciting and 
conspiring to murder with • Lanyon 
Mitchell, 24, between Oct. 17,1975 and 
May 4, 1976. Mitchell and Frank De 
Luca, Miss Columbo's fiance, have 
not been charged and were not in- 
dicted Wednesday. 


Police May 7 found the Columbos'

Syrian troops 
drive on toward 
Sidon,, Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians called a prelude to a march on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 
Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters in the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison- 
er. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported that Moslem leftists have 
brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 
the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the 


eastern Bekaa Valley between Chris- 
tian rightists and Moslem leftists 
claimed another 58 dead and 110 
wounded over the past 24 hours. 


So far, the Palestinian guerrillas 


had yet to make good their threat to

Michael Bramlet of the right-of-way

Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists and into your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group,'the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic. 


"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding., the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. ' 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio'stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a_new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

E. Leisch and Associates, consultants 
who recommended a combined sub- 
scription bus and dial-a-ride system 
for the villages.

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Troops oti way to Beirut 


i 
Syrians drive on toward Sidon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) —'Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced 'southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians'called a prelude to a march on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, \ leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 
Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters in the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison-' 
er. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported that Moslem leftists have 


brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against .the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 
the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. . 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the 


eastern Bekaa Valley between Chris- 
tian rightists and Moslem leftists 
claimed another 58- dead and 110 
wounded over the past 24 hours. 


So far, the Palestinian guerrillas 


had yet to make good their threat to

Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists and into your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
ken — Elton John,,ted Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sates, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group, the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic.- 


"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station,- Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

Bankrupt Schaumburg developer 


Lee N. Romano has obtained interim 
financing to operate a Harrington 
cattle farm until October when a por- 
tion of the livestock will be sold. 


At the same time, Leonard Gesaa, 


Romano's attorney, said Wednesday 
the developer remains "very optimis- 
tic" about building his proposed 238- 
acre futuristic Outer Planets complex 
planned at Hlggins Road and 1-90, de- 
spite his debts of more than $20 mil- 
lion. 


GM«S said the financing was obtain- 


ed from a Northwest suburban bank 
and was secured by the 400-acre 
Fernwood Farm purchased by Ro- 
mano about two years ago. 


"HE (ROMANO) FEELS the loan 


will be adequate to supplement his 
cash flow until the October livestock 
sale, and he has also begun some 
feasibility studies that could lead to 
possible joint ventures which might be 
the basis for his reorganization," 
Gesas said. 


Romano's bankruptcy petition was 


filed March IS in U.S. District Court 
under a section of the federal bank- 
ruptcy act used for reorganization of 
real estate and other personal posses- 
sions. 


The procedure is used when a debt- 


or's liabilities exceed his assets. 


Romano's petition listed approxi- 


mately ISO creditors including a bank 
through which he purchased a $116,000 
condominium in Hawaii. 


THE BANKRUPTCY hearing will 


continue June 15 before U.S. District 
Court Judge Thomas James. 


Gesas said Romano "hopes the 


court will provide him un opportuni- 
ty" to continue operating the cattle 
farm and proceed wih the Schaum- 
burg development. 


Romano has said the development 


would bouse approximately 70,000 per- 
sons and employ another 30,000 upon 
completion.

Negotiations were at a standstill 


late Tuesday when the court order 
and a recognition agreement between 
the board and the faculty senate end- 
ed. The agreement recognized the fac- 
ulty senate as the bargaining agent 
for full-time faculty members at the 
college. 


MICHAEL BARTOS, chief faculty 


negotiator, said he sent a telegram to 
board negotiators Wednesday after- 
noon asking them to resume talks. 


Both parties are scheduled to ap- 


pear before Judge Cohen Friday to re- 
view the negotiation progress. Bartos 
said the faculty may seek intervention 
by Cohen at that time. 


Bartos said two major issues not 


agreed upon during Tuesday's session 
were the faculty's request that all 
teachers receive some kind of raise, 
and the board's refusal to recognize 
the faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses for the coming school year, 
tos said. 


The salary raises offered by the 


board apply to all faculty members 
except those whose increased pay 
would exceed salary'ranges set by the 
board, Bartos said. 


The board offered either a $1,375 


raise to faculty members without any 
increase for individuals at the top of 
the range, or a $l,275,increase for all 
faculty with a $100 bonus for one year 
to all those who would exceed the 
ranges set for their Jobs, Bartos said. 


THE'FACULTY requested a 4.4 per 


cent cost-of-living increase for all fac- 
ulty members whose salaries ex- 
ceeded the top range, and a $1,375 
raise for all others, Bartos said. 


Bartos said the board has also re- 


fused to recognize the senate as the 
bargaining agent for the Harper facul- 
ty. "After nine years they have taken 


away our recognition," Bartos said. 


Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 


n e g o t i a t o r , said the board has 
"serious concerns about these is- 
sues." In regard to extending the rec- 
ognition agreement, Rausch said "the 
board is going to have to study the 
matter very deliberately and calmly." 


The Harper faculty voted last 


month to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national 
teachers' union. Bartos said he felt 
one reason why the board would not 
extend the recognition agreement was 
because "they were incensed that we 
affiliated." 


CONTRACT TALKS between the 


board and faculty began early this 
year but stopped abruptly April 1 with 
the board declaring negotiations had 
ended. 


After negotiations ended, the board 


granted a $1,275 salary increase to all 
faculty members, unless their salary 
would exceed the top range set for 
their jobs. 


Maximum salaries established by 


the board in December are $18,250 for 
instructors, $21,000 for assistant pro- 
fessors, $24,140 for associate profes- 
sors and $27,760 for professors. 


AFTER THE board set salaries in 


April, the faculty obtained an in- 
junction preventing the board from 
mailing contracts to the faculty until 
June 1. The faculty also sought the 
ruling from Judge Cohen which or- 
dered the board back to the bargain- 
ing table. 


The board appealed Judge Cohen's 


decision to the Illinois Appellate Court 
and the Illinois Supreme Court but 
both courts refused to overturn the 
lower court ruling. 


Last week Judge Cohen dismissed 


the faculty's request to find the board 
in contempt of court for not bargain- 
ing in good faith.

To high school students 
Death 'cfoss' shows life precious

"I want to 
make more out of it, not just take it 
day by day. My life meant more when 
he was dead in there." 


The class discussion on death will 


continue this week as students share 
their feelings. The funeral was video- 
taped so it can be used in future hu- 
man development classes that deal 
with sensitive subjects. 


"It's a scary topic, a scary situation 


for a lot of people," Coleman said. 
"Sex has always been taboo, as a top- 
ic, but even more taboo is death."

Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists, and into your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a. multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "mafct it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIR PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360 Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group, .the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, bad released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic. 
' 


"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted,," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of -the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them,'' he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta-

Stanley Crosland said Buffalo Grove 
may cosponsor activities at the proj- 
ect. 


"The area is more in the service 


area of Buffalo Grove than Arlington 
Heights," Crosland said. "We couldn't 
participate financially, but we're 
hopeing for an extension of nonresi- 
dent privileges." 


PLANS CALL FOR the site to have 


a winter sports hill, a small lake, pic- 
nic areas, bicycle and footpaths and a 
skeet and trap shooting range. 


The proposal, developed by the Ar- 


lington Heights Park Board last week, 
also calls for the purchase of a 23- 
acre flood plain along Buffalo Creek, 
just west of the site, but the flood 
committee rejected the proposal. The

study for the development of the land- 
fill site should mention the future pos- 
sibility of acquiring the flood plain. 


Arlington Heights Trustee Frank 


Palmatier was reluctant at the flood 
committee meeting to have the com- 
mittee designate the flood plain for 
recreational development because the 
comprehensive land-use plan now 
being developed by the village calls 
for industrial development in that 
area, 


"I think it would be better to not 


put the village on record as to how 
that land should be used until others 
have expressed their feelings. It 
might be better for the village to have 
maximum industrial development in 
that area. The decision should be 
made by the village board," he said. 


KATY GRAHAM, a member of both 


the Arlington Heights Park District 
Board and the village's plan commis- 
sion, said she realizes the importance 
of industrial development, but urged 
the committee also to consider the 
need for more open space in the vil- 
lage. 


"We have such a shortage of open 


space in this community. We would be 
making much better use of the landfill 
site if it (the 23-acre flood plain) were 
included," she said. 


"We feel this development is con- 


ceived to serve the entire region, and 
therefore, feel that if the flood plain 
could be added on to it, it would be a 
benefit to all concerned," Mrs, Gra- 
ham said. 


Kenneth Wolfe of Stanley Con- 


sultants said that acquiring the flood 
plain area would not allow the height 
of the hill on the landfill site to be 
increased. 


ITS HEIGHT will depend on the 


east slope (the backside) of the hill. It 
can have no greater slope than what 
maintenance equipment can operate 
safely on," Wolfe said. 


The ski hill will probably have an 


80-foot drop, he said. 


A draft of the final plans for the 


landfill development will be presented 
for review when the committee meets 
June 29.

Both parties are scheduled to, ap- 


pear before Judge Cohen Friday to re- 
view-the negotiation progress. Bartos 
said the faculty may seek intervention 
by Cohen at that time. 


Bartos said two major issues not 


agreed upon during Tuesday's session 
were the faculty's request that all 
teachers receive some kind of raise, 
and the board's refusal to recognize 
the faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses for the coming school year, 
tos said. 


The salary raises offered by the 


board apply to all faculty members 
except those whose increased pay 
would exceed salary ranges set by the 
board, Bartos said. 


The board offered either a $1,375 


raise to faculty members without any 
increase for individuals at the top of 
the range, or a $1,275 increase for all 
faculty with a $100 bonus for one year 
to all those who would exceed the 
ranges set for their jobs, Bartos said. 


THE FACULTY requested a 4.4 per 


cent cost-of-living increase for all fac- 
ulty members whose salaries ex- 
ceeded the top range, and a $1,375 
raise for all others, Bartos said, 


Bartos said the board has also re- 


fused to recognize the senate as the 
bargaining agent for the Harper facul- 
ty. "After nine years they have taken 
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away our recognition," Bartos said. 


Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 


n e g o t i a t o r , said the board has 
"serious concerns about these is- 
sues." In regard to extending the rec- 
ognition agreement, Rausch said "the 
board is going to have to study the 
matter very deliberately and calmly." 


The Harper faculty voted last 


month to affiliate with the American 
Federation of Teachers, a national 
teachers' union. Bartos said he felt 
one reason why the board would not 
extend the recognition agreement was 
because "they were incensed that we 
affiliated." 


CONTRACT TALKS between the 


board and faculty began early this 
year but stopped abruptly April 1 with 
the board declaring negotiations had 
ended. 


After negotiations ended, the board 


granted a $1,275 salary increase to all 
faculty members, unless their salary 
would exceed the top range set for 
their jobs. 


Maximum salaries established by 


the board in December are $18,250 for 
instructors, $21,000 for assistant pro- 
fessors, $24,140 for associate profes- 
sors and $27,760 for professors. 


AFTER THE board set salaries in 


April, the faculty obtained an in- 
junction preventing the board from 
mailing contracts to the faculty until 
June 1. The faculty also sought the 
ruling from Judge Cohen which or- 
dered the board back to the bargain- 
ing table. 


The board appealed Judge Cohen's 


decision to the Illinois Appellate Court 
and the Illinois Supreme Court but 
both courts refused to overturn the 
lower court ruling. 


Last week Judge Cohen dismissed 


the faculty's request to find the board 
in contempt of court for not bargain- 
ing in good faith.

Thanks to 'court' action 
Wiser cyclists roll more safely 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


Courtrooms on occasion can be 


chaotic. 


Court cases, aC times, may proceed 


for days, weeks, months, perhaps 
even years before they are resolved. 


But there Is one Mount Prospect 


court — conducted in a rather orderly 
manner — where cases are stated, 
pleas entered and verdicts reached in 
a matter of minutes. 


The scene: Bicycle Safety Court. 
The characters: youthful offenders 


7 through 18 years old who have vio- 
lated one or more of the 24 bicycle 
rules of the road; a tribunal of three 
police explorer scouts who are honor 
students at Prospect High School and 
court cierk Ernest Dettmar, a patrol- 
man .in the Mount Prospect Police 
Dept. 


"YOU ALL KNOW you are here for 


disregarding the State of Illinois traf- 
fic laws regarding bicycles," Dettmar 
says just prior to each court session. 
Bicycle Safety Court is held at'9:30 
a.m. every other Saturday from May 
through January in the Public Safety 
Building, 112 E. Northwest Hwy, 


"In September of 1975 Gov. Walker 


signed a bill making bikes subject to 
the same traffic rules as cars," Dett- 
mar continues. Eyebrows are raised 
and shoulders shrugged as many of 
his young listeners apparently do not 
know Daniel Walker is the governor 
of their home state. And the court- 
room buzzes as parents, who must ac- 
company their children to bicycle 
court, reveal the man's identity. 


One by one, girls and boys, clad in 


anything from blue jeans to little 
league ^uniforms, file past Dettmar, 
raising 'their right hands and swearing 
their testimony is "the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but..." 


Then, in assembly line fashion, each 


defendant accompanied by parent or 
guardian appears for prosecution be- 
fore a three-man panel. The judges all 
are members of a local troop of 8 fe- 
male and 23 male police explorer 
scouts. Sporting long, black robes of 
justice which resemble Prospect High 
choir robes, the judges proceed to 
review each case, cautiously probing 
the defendants making sure each is 
aware of the committed offense. 


FOR THE MOST part, the young- 


sters being interrogated have failed to 
obey stop signs, not registered their 
bicycles with the village or ridden 
their two-wheelers after dark without 
lights. And for the most part, they are 
told to register their vehicles and re- 
turn the following week to the same 
courtroom to attend bicycle safety 
school, Dettmar, as coordinator of the 
community's $33,000 bicycle safety 
program, is responsible for con- 
ducting the one-hour class where 
films are shown, lectures given and 
quizzes administered to participants 
to assure they once again are pre-

pared to ride their bicycles through* 
the streets of Mount Prospect. 


Bicycle courtroom procedures are 


rather flexible as evidenced by a situ- 
ation in which one youngster could not 
attend his assigned safety school ses- 
sion last month: 


"I have life saving class Saturday 


mornings," he said. 


Dettmar rescheduled him for a mid- 


June session. 


"Our family has an out-of-town wed- 


ding to go to then," the youth's father 
said. 


"I CAN MISS another life saving 


class," the boy reconsidered. 


Dettmar told him to appear in safe- 


ty school sometime in July — an in- 
dication, perhaps, of why Dettmar 
more commonly is known throughout 
the village as "Officer Friendly." 


All Mount Prospect police officers 


are authorized to issue citations for 
bicycle law violations. Dettmar said 
of the 271 citations issued in the vil- 
lage last year, 175 were for driving on 
the wrong side of the road and failure 
to obey traffic signs and signals. 


"Bike accidents are on the in-~ 


crease," Dettmar said, citing a simul- 
taneous increase in bicycle sales. The 
Bicycle Manufacturers Assn. reported 
nationwide sales of 86 million bikes in 
1974, more than 100 million in 1975 and 
projects more than 135 million bi- 
cycles to be sold by the end of June 
1976. 


DETTMAR SAID bicycle accidents 


have been reduced by 38 per cent an- 
nually since Walker's law went into 
effect arid the police department last 
year 'began stricter enforcement ac- 
companied by mandatory bicycle 
court appearances for violators. 


Bike licensing has been mandatory 


in Mount Prospect since September 


1974. The police department registers 
all bikes in the village free. The rea- 
son for registration Dettmar said, is 
two-fold. "It is for identification pur- 
poses -of who's riding the bike to noti- 
fy the parents in the case of an acci- 
dent, and for theft purposes >in case 
the bike is stolen. If found it can be 
returned to the proper owner." Bi- 
cycles must be registered in the vil- 
lage every three years. 


While no monetary fines are in- 


volved in reprimanding violators of 
the bicycle laws, there are other, 
' more time consuming penalties to be 
paid if an offender should fail to pass 
his bicycle safety exam. "We can sus- 
jpend their individual bicycle privi- 
leges for 30 days with their parents 
permission," Dettmar said, "or we 
can have them write an essay on bike 
safety."

But when all else fails, the repeat 


offender is treated like a naughty 
school child whose punishment is to 
remain after class writing "I will nots 
. . . " a hundred times on the black- 
board. Dettmar said, "We make them 
copy the bicycle rules of the road 10 
times."

Service station officials in Palatine 


have expressed mixed reaction to a 
proposal before the administration, fi- 
nance and legislation committee that 
would require the posting of gasoline 
pump prices on advertising signs. 


The issue was brought to the vil- 


lage's attention 
from neighboring 


Rolling, Meadows, which has had such 
an ordinance in effect for a year. 
Rolling Meadows officials asked Pala- 
tine to consider a similar ordinance at 
the request of city service station 
owners,' who felt the city 'law interfere 
with competition between towns. 


The ordinance in Rolling Meadows 


requires that gas stations which post 
prices list the full pump price in- 
cluding sales tax rather than the price 
plus sales tax. 


SOME SERVICE station owners in 


the city have said the ordinance hurts 
competition because a station in Pala- 
tine could post a lower price by not 
including the sales tax. 


Dean Mikkelson, manager of the 


Palatine Standard Service Station, 5 
S. Northwest Hwy., said he opposes a 
local ordinance because it. would be 
unfair. 


"We have not posted prices as a 


rule," Mikkelsonv said. "My feelings 
are that I'm not personally opposed to 
it if it's done statewide but it's unfair 
if isolated villages do it. No other re- 
business posts or advertises the price 
of an item including sales tax. If you 
go into a store you see a price and 
naturally expect to pay more because 
of the sales tax," he said. 


"All retailers should be required to 


do it so there's uniformity," Mikkel- 
son added. "At least there should be 
uniformity statewide in our business. 
People should be able to compare ap- 
ples to apples and not apples to or- 
anges." 


STEVE YOUNG, manager of Dale's 


Standard Service, Northwest Highway 
and -Baldwin Road, said he also hopes 
the village does not pass the ordi- 
nance. 


"It looks a lot better to show 59.9 


plus 2.5 cents than to post 62.4 cents," 
he said. "You draw a lot more people 
by showing the lower price." • 


Bob Franz, manager of Bob's Union 


76, 5 W. Palatine Rd.- said he does not 
post prices at his station and would Be 
opposed to passage of an ordinance. 


Several station owners took a 


directly opposite view and voiced sup- 
port for the proposed legislation. 


"I'm 100 per cent for it," said 


Chuck Meagher, manager of Elledge's 
Standard Service, 410 N. Northwest 
Hwy. 


MEAGHER SAID HIS station posts 


prices sometimes but not the pump 
price. 


"I think it's the right thing to do," 


he said of the proposal. "I would not 
be opposed to it at all. I think it's a 
very good idea." 


SIGNS LIKE this which separate 
gas price and sales tax scion may 
be gore from Palatine if the vil- 
lage board approves an ordinance 
to require the posting of pump 
price only. 


Two service stations in the village, 


Freeway Service, 107 N. Northwest 
Hwy., and Rickson's E-Z Go, 138 N. 
Northwest Hwy., already post pump 
prices. 


Dorothy Klavinski, owner of Free- 


way, said the station has always post- 
ed the pump price. 


"I think they (gas stations) should 


post pump prices because otherwise 
you fake the people out," she said. 


Gary Gullo, assistant manager of 


E-Z Go, said his station also has 
maintained a policy of posting the 
pump price. 


"We always felt we should let the 


customer know what he's getting 
when he comes in," he said. He added 
that he thinks an ordinance on the is- 
sue "would be fine." 


A NUMBER OF station officials 


said they had no reaction to the pro- 
posal. 


Greg Stauner, manager of the Pala- 


tine Pump, 52 S. Northwest Hwy., 
said he has no opinion about the pro- 
posal. 


"Generally, we do post prices but 


they're getting so high now that I 
don't." he said. "But it wouldn't mat- 
ter to me." 


Two service station managers from.

Mark Peppier, assistant manager of

Grand jury indicts Patty Columbo 


In Lake County 
Clavey perjury, bribe 
case goes to jury today

The jury today begins deliberation 


in the trial of former Lake County 
Sheriff Orvilte (Pat) Clavey in U.S. 
District Court. 


Clavey is being tried on four counts 


of perjury, three counts of tax evasion 
and one count of extortion. 


Prosecution and defense attorneys 


began their closing arguments in the 
case Wednesday. U.S. Assistant Dis- 
trict Atty. George Gilkerson com- 
pared "the $100 bills floating around 
the sheriff's office" to "race track 
tickets floating to the ground after 
races." 


HE SAID THAT the prosecution had 


demonstrated Clavey's abuse of his 
office by the alleged "incredible col- 
lection of payoffs" he received for 
doing favors and extorting. 


Gilkerson cited testimony of five 


witnesses who said they placed "ille- 
gal money in his (Clavey's) hands." 


The prosecutor also discounted the 


importance of conflicting testimony 
between two of the prosecution's key 


witnesses — former Chief Deputy Je- 
rome Schuetz and Cheetah II bar own- 
er-Martin DeFoor. DeFoor allegedly 
paid Schuetz and Clavey money so 
that the sheriff's department would 
not harass the nude-dancing bar. 


"If there weren't differences in 


their testimony, you would say it (the 
testimony) was tailored," said Gilker- 
son, adding that the differences make 
the testimony more plausible/ 


GILKERSON SAID testimony of 


persons who were granted immunity 
from 
criminal charges, such as 


Schuetz and DeFoor, should have ex- 
tra significance. 


Defense attorney George Collins 


said he believed the trial had demon- 
strated how such immunity could be 
used improperly. 


Collins contended that Schuetz, rea- 


lizing that sheriff department oper- 
ations were to be investigated and 
that he was guilty, "pointed the fin- 
ger" at Clavey to get his immunity. 
"If you're in trouble by yourself," 
Collins said, "you don'i get immunity, 
you get Jail."

A Cook County Grand Jury Wednes- 


day indicted Patricia Ann Columbo, 
19, on charges of murdering three 
members of her family in Elk Grove 
Village last month. 


Miss Columbo was indicted on six 


counts of murder and one count each 
of conspiring and soliciting to commit 
murder. 


The indictment charged Miss Col- 


umbo, a former Elk Grove High 
School student with the May 4 slay- 
ings of her father, Frank, 42; her 
mother, Mary, 40; and her brother, 
Michael, 13. 


MISS COLUMBO ALSO was in- 


dicted on charges of soliciting and 
conspiring to murder with Lanyon 
Mitchell, 24, between Oct. 17, 1975 and 
May 4, 1976. Mitchell and Frank De 
Luca, Miss Columbo's fiance, have 
not been charged and were not in- 
dicted Wednesday. 


Police May 7 found the Columbos' 


bodies in their home at 55 E. Brant- 


wood Dr., Elk Grove Village, shot, 
stabbed repeatedly and bludgeoned. 
Michael had been stabbed 97 tfmes, 
and apparent cigaret burns were 
found on Frank Columbo's chest. 


Police May 15 arrested Miss Colum- 


bo at the Lombard apartment she re- 
portedly shared with De Luca, man- 
ager of the Walgreen's Drug Store, 
955 Grove Mall, Elk Grove Village. 


Mitchell reportedly has aided police 


in their investigation.

went to look at the four houses in- 
volved. The buildings are at 425, 439 
and 451 Whitehall Dr. in the Whyte- 
cliffe subdivision, and 58 N. Oak St. 


"PETE CAME IN and we looked at 


the buildings," Harwig said. "It ap- 
pears to be as I thought yesterday, 


that it was an effort apparently by the 
people involved to do something right 
and they just went too far." 


Apida has been on vacation and re- 


turned late Tuesday. He said Wednes- 
day he knew about the problem before 
he left for vacation and it was then 
brought to Harwig's attention. 


"Russ brought it to my attention 


and I had received a letter from But- 
terfield Homes Inc. (builders of the 
Whytecliffe homes) asking for per- 
mission to put in the plastic plumb- 
ing," Apida said Wednesday. "I called 
Butterfield and advised them not to 
go further on the buildings because 
the code did not allow plastics and 
that's why we brought it to his (Har- 
wig's) attention." 


Apida said he was "upset" about 


the situation but added his'confidence 
in Bass. "He is an inspector with the 
State of Illinois Plumbing Assn. and 
there's nothing he would do that 
Wouldn't be above board." 


Harwig said Apida accepted part of

Syrian troops 
drive on toward 
Sidon, Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 


troops and tanks sliced southward 
through the heart of Lebanon Wednes- 
day, driving on the Moslem-held an- 
cient port city of Sidon in what Chris- 
tians called a prelude to a march on 
Beirut. 


The Syrians, part of a force of some 


4,000 troops which invaded Lebanon 
Tuesday, met little resistance as they 
cut a swath through rightist, leftist 
and Palestinian positions in the lower 
Chouf region. 


But the Syrians halted their ad- 


vance before reaching Sidon with re- 
porters in the biblical city reporting 
no troop sightings Wednesday night. 
Residents strolled in the city square 
under what appeared to be normal 
conditions. 


Sidon is the ancient Phoenician sea- 


port where the Apostle Paul stopped 
on his way back to Rome as a prison- 
er. 


In the eastern Bekaa Valley, ad- 


vance columns of the Syrian invasion 
force moved within 500 yards of Mos- 
lem leftist forces defending their posi- 
tions at the ski resort of Dahr al-Bai- 
der, reports from the region said. 


Witnesses returning from the area 


reported" that Moslem leftists have 
brought reinforcements to Dahr al- 
Baider and faced off against the Syr- 
ian columns about four miles west of 
Chtaura, 30 miles east of Beirut, on 
the eastern ranges of Mount Lebanon. 
However, neither side showed any 
signs of advancing further for the mo- 
ment, they said. 


Scattered clashes in Beirut and the 


eastern Bekaa Valley between Chris- 
tian rightists and Moslem 
leftists 


claimed another 58 dead and 110 
wounded over the past 24 hours. 


So far, the Palestinian guerrillas 


had, yet to make good their threat to

Record album promotion—push, push, push

Each, year more than 2,000 record 


albums are released to claw their way 
onto radio playlists and into' your 
home. And despite the record in- 
dustry's being a multimillion-dollar- 
a-year 
business, 
relatively 
few 


records actually "makt it." 


Not even the "best" records auto- 


matically get on radio or are bought 
without a hearing. That privilege is 
reserved for very few sure-fire hitma- 
kers — Elton John, Led Zeppelin or 
the Rolling Stones. 


What makes the difference for most 


records is promotion, and promotion 
always starts with the radio stations. 


"AIB PLAY (on radio) creates 


sales, especially with an unknown 
group," said Lenny Lufman, promo- 
tion manager for ABC Records local 
branch, 360- Scott St., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Lufman was beginning a promotion- 


al effort on just such an unknown 
group, the Faragher Bros. Part of the 
group, known as Bones, had released 
two albums several years ago but the 


group never caught on with the pub- 
lic, 


"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." " 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell conies 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the'man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
persuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

Thanks to 'court' action 
Wiser cyclists roll more safely 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


Courtrooms on occasion can be 


chaotic. 


Court cases, at times, may proceed 


for days, weeks, months, perhaps 
even years before they are resolved. 


But there is one Mount Prospect 


court — conducted in a rather orderly 
manner — where cases are stated, 
pleas entered and verdicts reached in 
a matter of minutes. 


The scene: Bicycle Safety Court. 
the characters: youthful offenders 


7 through 18 years old who have vio- 
lated one or more of the 24 bicycle 
rules of the road; a tribunal of three 
police explorer scouts who are honor 
students at Prospect High School and 
court clerk Ernest Dettmar. a patrol- 
man in the Mount Prospect Police 
Dept. 


"YOU ALL KNOW you are here for 


disregarding the State of Illinois traf- 
fic laws regarding bicycles," Dettmar 
says just prior to each court session. 
Bicycle Safety Court is held at 9:30 
a.m. every other Saturday from May 
through January In the Public Safety 
Building, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. 


"In September of 1975 Gov. Walker 


signed a bill making bikes subject to 
the same traffic rules as cars," Dett- 
mar continues. Eyebrows are raised 
and shoulders shrugged as many of 
his young listeners apparently do not 
know Daniel Walker 'is the governor 
of their home state. And the court- 
room buzzes as parents, who must ac- 
company their children to bicycle 
court, reveal the man's identity. 


One by one, girls and boys, clad in 


anything from blue jeans to little 
league uniforms, file past Dettmar, 
raising their right hands and swearing 
their testimony is "the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but..." 


Then, in assembly line fashion, each 


defendant accompanied by parent or 
guardian appears for prosecution be- 
fore a three-man panel. The judges all 


are members of a local troop of 8 fe- 
male and 23 male police explorer 
scouts. Sporting long, black robes of 
justice which resemble Prospect High 
choir robes, the judges proceed to 
review each case, cautiously probing 
the defendants making sure each is 
aware of the committed offense. 


FOR THE MOST part, the young- 


sters being interrogated have failed to 
obey stop signs, not registered their 
bicycles with the village or ridden 
their two-wheelers after dark without 
lights. And for the most part, they are 
told to register their vehicles and re- 
turn the following week to the same 
courtroom to attend bicycle safety 
school, Dettmar, as coordinator of the 
community's $33,000 bicycle safety 
program, is responsible for con- 
ducting the one-hour class where 
films are shown, lectures given and 
quizzes administered to participants 
to assure they once again are pre- 
pared to ride their bicycles through 
the streets of Mount Prospect. 


Bicycle courtroom procedures are 


rather flexible as evidenced by a situ- 
ation in which one youngster could not 
attend his assigned safety school ses- 
sion last month: 


"I have life saving class Saturday 


mornings," he said. 


Dettmar rescheduled him for a mid- 


June session. 


"Our family has an out-of-town wed- 


ding to go to then," the youth's father 
said. 


"I CAN MISS another life saving 


class," the boy reconsidered. 


Dettmar told him to appear in safe- 


ty school sometime in July — an in- 
dication, perhaps, of why Dettmar 
more commonly is known throughout 
the village as "Officer Friendly." 


All Mount -Prospect police 'officers 


are authorized to issue citations for 
bicycle law violations. Dettmar said 
of the 271 citations issued in the vil- 
lage last year, 175 were for driving on 
the wrong side of the road and failure 
to obey traffic signs and signals. 


"Bike accidents are on the in- 


crease," Dettmar said, citing a simul- 
taneous increase in bicycle sales. The 
Bicycle Manufacturers Assn. reported 
nationwide sales of 86 million bikes in 
1974, more than 100 million in 1975 and 
projects more than 135 million bi- 
cycles to be sold by the end of June 
1976.

DETTMAR SAID bicycle accidents 


have been reduced by 38 per cent an- 
nually since Walker's law went,into 
effect and the police department'last 
year began stricter enforcement ac- 
companied 
by mandatory bicycle 


court appearances for violators. 


Bike licensing has been mandatory 


in Mount Prospect since September 
1974. The police department registers 
all bikes in the village free. The rea- 
son for registration Dettmar said, is 
two-fold. "It is for identification pur- 
poses of who's riding the bike to noti- 
fy the parents in the case of an acci- 


dent, and for theft purposes in case 
the bike is stolen. If found it can be 
returned to the proper owner." Bi- 
cycles must be registered in the vil- 
lage every three years. 


While no monetary fines are in- 


volved in reprimanding violators of 
the bicycle laws, there are other, 
more time consuming penalties to be 
paid if an offender should fail to pass 
his bicycle safety exam. "We can sus- 
pend their individual bicycle privi- 
leges for 30 days with their parents 
permission," Dettmar said, '"or we 
can have them write an essay on bike 
safety." 


But when all else fails, the repeat 


offender is treated like a naughty 
school child whose punishment is to 
remain after class writing "I will nots 
. . . " a hundred times on the black- 
board. Dettmar said, "We make them 
copy the bicycle rules of the road 10 
times."

Harper talks go back to court Friday

The Harper College faculty and 


board of trustees failed to reach a 
contract agreement by the midnight 
Tuesday deadline, but negotiators will 
return to court Friday to determine 
further action. 


Salary negotiations have continued 


sinde May 20 when Circuit "Court 
Judge Nathan M. Cohen ordered the 
faculty and board to negotiate on a 
daily basis until midnight June 1. 


Negotiations were at a standstill 


late Tuesday when the court order 
and a recognition agreement between 
the board and the faculty senate end- 
ed. The agreement recognized the fac- 
ulty senate as the bargaining agent 
for full-time faculty members at the 
college. 


MICHAEL BARTOS. chief faculty 


negotiator, said he sent a telegram to 
board negotiators Wednesday after- 
noon asking them to resume talks. 


Both parties are scheduled to ap- 


pear before Judge Cohen Friday to re- 
view the negotiation progress. Bartos 
said the faculty may seek intervention 
by Cohen at that time. 


Bartos said two major issues not 


agreed upon during Tuesday's session 
were the faculty's request that all 


teachers receive some kind of raise, 
and the board's refusal to recognize 
the faculty senate for negotiating pur- 
poses for the coming school year, 
tos said. 


The salary raises offered by the 


board apply to all faculty members 
except those whose increased pay 
would exceed salary ranges set by the 
board, Bartos said. 
' The board offered either a $1,375 
raise to faculty members without any 
increase for individuals at the top of 
the range, or a. $1,275 increase for all 
faculty with a $100 bonus for one year 
to all those who woukj exceed the 
ranges set for their jobs, Bartos said. 


THE FACULTY requested a 4.4 per 


cent cost-of-living increase for all fac- 
ulty members whose salaries ex- 
ceeded the top range, and a $1,375 
raise for all others, Bartos said. 


Bartos said the board has also re- 


fused to recognize the senate as the 
bargaining agent for the Harper facul- 
ty. "After nine years they have taken 
away our recognition," Bartos said. 


Trustee Robert Rausch, chief board 


n e g o t i a t o r , * said the board has 
"serious concerns about these is- 
sues."

their jobs. 


Maximum salaries established by 


the board in December are $18,250 for 
instructors, $21,000 for assistant pro- 
fessors, $24,140 for associate profes- 
sors and $27,760 for professors. 


AFTER THE board set salaries in 


April, the faculty obtained an in- 
junction preventing the board from 
mailing contracts to the faculty until 
June 1. The faculty also sought the 
ruling from Judge Cohen which or- 
dered the boarjj back to the bargain- 
ing table. 


The board appealed Judge Cohen's 


decision to the Illinois Appellate Court 
and the Illinois Supreme Court but 
both courts refused to overturn the 
lower court ruling. 


Last week Judge Cohen dismissed 


the faculty's request to find the board 
in contempt of court for not bargain- 
ing in-good faith. 


"Some of them have never even

It 
was exactly the same as when my 
grandfather died." 


Jean also believes the funeral and 


the study of death made her take a 
second look at her life. "I want to 
make more out of it, not just take it 
day by day. My life meant more when 
he was dead in there;" 
'The class discussion on death will 
continue this week as students share 
their feelings. The funeral was video- 
taped so it can be used in future hu- 
man development classes that deal 
with sensitive subjects. 


"It's a scary topic, a scary situation 


for a lot of people," Coleman said. 
"Sex has always been taboo as a top- 
ic, but even more taboo is death."

Service station officials in Palatine 


have expressed mixed reaction to a 
proposal before the administration, fi- 
nance and legislation committee that 
would require the posting of gasoline 
pump prices on advertising signs. 


The issue was brought to the vil- 


lage's attention 
from neighboring 


Rolling Meadows, which has had such 
an ordinance in effect for a year. 
Rolling Meadows officials asked Pala- 
tine to consider a similar ordinance at 
the request of city service station 
owners, who felt the city law interfers 
with competition between towns. 


The ordinance in Rolling Meadows 


requires that gas stations which post 
prices list the full- pump price in- 
cluding sales tax rather than the price 
plus sales tax. 


SOME SERVICE station owners in 


the city have said the ordinance hurts 
competition because a station in Pala- 
tine could post a lower price by not 
including the sales tax. 


Dean Mikkelson, manager of the 


Palatine Standard Service Station, 5 
S. Northwest Hwy., said he opposes a 
local ordinance because it would be 
unfair. 


"We have not posted prices as a 


rule," Mikkelson said. "My feelings 
are that I'm not personally opposed to 
it if it's done statewide but it's unfair 
if isolated villages do it. No other re- 
business posts or advertises the price 
of an item including sales tax If you 
go into a store you see a price and 
naturally expect to pay more because 
of the sates tax," he said 


"AH retailers should be required to 


do it so there's uniformity," Mikkel- 
son added. "At least there should be 
uniformity statewide in our business 
People should be able to compare ap- 
ples to apples and not apples to or- 
anges " 


STEVE YOUNG, manager of Dale's 


Standard Service, Northwest Highway 
and Baldwin Road, said he also hopes 
the village does not pass the ordi- 
nance. 


"K looks a lot better to show 59 9 


plus 2.5 cents than to post 62.4 cents," 
he said. "You draw a lot more people 
by showing the lower price " 


Bob Franz, manager of Bob's Union 


76, 5 W. Palatine Rd., said he does not 
post prices at his station and would be 
opposed to passage of an ordinance. 


Several 
station owners took a 


directly opposite view and voiced sup- 
port for the proposed legislation 


"I'm 100 per cent for it," said 


Chuck Meagher, manager of Elledge's 
Standard Service, 410 N. Northwest 
Hwy. 


MEAGHER SAID HIS station posts 


prices sometimes but not the pump 
price. 


"I think it's the right thing to do," 


he said of the proposal. "I would not 
be opposed to it at all. I think it's a 
very good idea." 


Two service stations in the village, 


Freeway Service, 107 N. Northwest 
Hwy., and Rickson's E-Z Go, 138 N. 
Northwest Hwy., already post pump 
prices 


Dorothy Klavinski, owner of Free- 


way, said the station has always post- 
ed the pump price.

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Commuter 
parking rate 
to rise 20c 


All-day commuter parking rates in 


downtown Mount Prospect's Maple 
Street lot will be increased from 30 to 
SO cents within the next 30 days, Vil- 
lage Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said 
Wednesday. 


The village board has unanimously 


approved the rate hike, which is ex- 
pected to generate an additional 
$10,000 annually from the 200 meters 
that now are enforced 250 days a 
year. 


Trustee Leo Floros said the current 


parking fee is "extremely low" com- 
pared to fees in neighboring commu- 
nities. Arlington Heights and Des 
Plaines now charge SO cents in park- 
ing meters in their downtown areas. 


Eppley said the Chicago and North 


Western Ry,, which leases land to mu- 
nicipalities along its tracks, has 
placed a 50-cent maximum on com- 
muter parking because "anything ex- 
ceeding 50 cents will discourage rider- 
ship." 


The additional revenue will be used 


to maintain the parking lot and ex- 
pand it with the purchase of about 150 
new meters, 


It has been estimated that 50 to 60 


per cent of the cars parked daily in 
the Maple Street lot are owned by 
non-village residents. 


M e t e r e d commuter parking in 


Mount Prospect has been 30 cents 
since 1966.

Wiser bicycle riders now peddle more safely

Courtrooms on occasion can be 


chaotic. 


Court cases, at times, may proceed 


for days, weeks, months, perhaps 
even years before they are resolved. 


But there is one Mount Prospect 


court — conducted in a rather orderly 
manner — where cases are stated, 
pleas entered and verdicts reached in 
a matter of minutes. 


The scene: Bicycle Safety Court. 
The characters: youthful offenders 


7 through 18 years old who have vio- 
lated one or more of the 24 bicycle 
rules of the road; a tribunal of three 
police explorer scouts who are honor 
students at Prospect High School and 
court clerk Ernest Dettmar, a patrol- 
man in the Mount Prospect Police 
Dept. 


"YOU ALL KNOW you are here for 


disregarding the State of Illinois traf- 
fic laws regarding bicycles," Dettmar 
says .just prior to each court session. 
Bicycle Safety Court is held at 9:30 
a.m. every other Saturday from May 
through January in the Public Safety 
Building, 112 E. Northwest Hwy. 


"In September of 1975 Gov. Walker 


signed a bill making bikes subject to 
the same traffic rules as cars," Dett- 
mar continues. Eyebrows are raised 
and shoulders shrugged as many of 
his young listeners apparently do not 
know Daniel Walker is the governor 
of their home state. And the court- 
room buzzes as parents, who must ac- 
company theh* children to bicycle 
court, reveal the man's identity. 


One by one, girls and boys, clad in 


anything from blue jeans to little 
league uniforms, file past Dettmar, 
raising their right hands and swearing 
their testimony is "the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but..." 
• Then, in assembly line fashion, each 


defendant accompanied by parent or 
guardian appears for prosecution be- 
fore a three-man panel. The judges all 
are members of a local troop of 8 fe- 
male and 23 male police explorer 
scouts. Sporting long, black robes of 
justice which resemble Prospect High 


choir,robes, the judges proceed to 
review each case, cautiously probing 
the defendants making sure each is 
aware of the committed offense. 


FOR THE MOST part, the young- 


sters being interrogated have failed to 
obey stop signs, not registered their 


bicycles with the village or ridden 
their two-wheelers after dark without 
lights. And for the most part, they are 
told to register their vehicles and re- 
turn the following week to the same 
courtroom to attend bicycle safety 
school. Dettmar, as coordinator of the 


community's $33,000 bicycle safety 
program, is responsible for con- 
ducting the one-hour class where 
films are shown, lectures given and 
quizzes administered to participants 
to assure they once again are pre-

Civil rights insurance defeated 


* A proposal to purchase insurance 
providing up to $100,000 for the legal 
defense of village employes and elect- 
ed officials in lawsuits alleging viola- 
tions of civil rights has been defeated 
by the Mount Prospect Village Board. 


The board voted 4-3 against buying 


a $7,646. policy offered by Pacific In- 
demnity of Schaumburg. The two-year 
policy would have provided legal de- 
fense coverage with $500 deductible 
in cases brought against elected offi- 
cials or village employes in the line of 
duty.. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert cast the 


tie-breaking vote against the proposal- 


TEICHERT SAID he was not enthu- 


siastic about getting the insurance. 
"I'm not convinced personally that 
$7,000 a year is a necessary ex- 
penditure for the risk involved. The 
history of cases doesn't justify the ex- 
penditure."/ 


Village Atty. John J. Zimmermann 


has said that, in the last two years, 
village employes have been involved 
in one civil rights suit and two "close 
calls." 


Trustee Leo Floros also opposed 


purchasing the insurance but said the 
board should provide legal defense for 


any employe sued for alleged viola- 
tion of a citizen's civil rights. 


"I FEEL VERY strongly that em-

Syrians in drive on Sidon, Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian

"Initially, all records are pro- 


moted," Lufman said, adding the 
amount of promotion depends on the 
response by radio stations and even 
on his own ears. 


"Certain albums you know when 


you listen to them where (which radio 
stations) you can take them." 


NEW ALBUMS ARE distributed to 


radio stations in two fashions — mail 
and hand delivery. The sell comes 
with the hand delivery, although Luf- 


man said he has followed up tele- 
phone conversations with consecutive 
days mailing of the same album. 
"You've got to keep the name in front 
of them," he said. 


At the radio station, Lufman will 


usually try to play a new album for 
the program director, the man who 
decides what the radio station plays. 
Even if a program director cannot be 
fpersuaded to play an album — he 
may want to wait until it "breaks" (is 
played elsewhere first) — Lufman 
tries to find out which songs the pro-

gram director likes. 


Often a record must be "broken" in 


"secondary markets" first, Lufman 
said. These would include small sta- 
tions, such as Indiana and Milwaukee,

It's dumb to be a vandal and that it's 
the in-thing not to destroy other 
people's property, this will certainly 
cut down on the damage," he said. 


Because parks are traditional gath- 


ering places for youngsters, special 
efforts again are being made to head 
off potential problems. Among these 
efforts are the counselor-in-the-park 
program, special police patrols and a 
new park policy to banish trouble 
makers from park property. 


Capt. Paul Buckholz said the num- 


ber of reported Incidents of vandalism 
this year is running about even with 
those of last year. However, Buckholz 
said he is now noticing a change in 
people's attitudes. 


"I'm getting the feeling people are 


sick of It. They are becoming more 
aggressive and less tolerant. But this 
applies to all crimes and not just van- 
dalism," *ie said. 


LIKE MILLER, he said the pro- 


posed ordinance could reduce the 
number of incidents by letting chil- 
dren know that their parents are now 
involved. 


But despite all precautions and 


preparations, Buckholz said there are 
children who would act out no matter 
what threats are made or laws are 
enacted. 


"I'm looking for another busy sum- 


mer . . . The hard case kids stay 
about the same — they don't expect to 
get caught. They are honest about it. 
They tell you they didn't think they'd 
ever get caught," he said. 


A special two-man police patrol of 


parks will again be on duty this sum- 
mer. Although the men were pulled 
off the parks for a period last sum- 
mer, they were responsible for a num- 
ber of arrests including ones for drug 
trafficking. 


Buckholz said the police and the 


park counselors help keep situations 
from getting out of hand. 


THE NEW PARK policy that en- 


ables supervisors to banish trouble- 
makers from the parks under threat 
of arrest could become a two-edge 
sword, Capulli said. 


"I think the new policy will work, 


but you have to be careful with that 
one. It has to be used with tact be- 
cause there is always the possibility 
of retaliation by the kids," Capulli 
said. 


When the policy was adopted, it was 


hoped that it could be a way of deal- 
i n g with problems before they 
reached the window-breaking stage.
